Indianapolis Convention Will 
Not Order Out Soft 
Coal Men. 


President Mitchell Advises 


Against Such Action, and 
Majority of Delegates ~ 


Support Him. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 17.—If the voice 
and influence of President Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers prevail with the 
members of his organization there will be 
no general strike of the miners. In his 
Epeech in the convention this afternoon 
Mr. Mitchell strongly against a 
strike, and the bituminous 
miners continue at work, and that a sys- 
tem of assessment upon the members of 
the order, which he outlined, be carried 
into effect as the best means of affording 
aid and support to the striking anthracite 
snen in the East. 

A motion to adopt the 
President Mitchell provoked a long debate, 
in which the general sentiment was against 
the ordering of a strike. The men from 
the anthracite finally made a re- 
guest that they be allowed to hold a cau- 
cus to determine upon an expression of 
opinion as to what they thought the 
ventior should do, and asked an adjourn- 
ment of the for this 
Their request was and the ad- 
journment taken. 

The men who were in favor of a general 
etrike were in a decided the 
convention. Three speeches were made by 
members of the anthracite districts, asking 
that the soft coal men walk out, and twice 
aS many were made by other anthracite 
men urging the soft coal men to continue 
at work. 
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eral proxies, some holding as high as five 
and others from four to two. After the 
reading of the report of the Committee on 
Credentials, which occupied a considerable 
time, an adjournment taken till the 
afternoon. 

When the convention reassembled a mo- 
tion was made and carried that it go at 
once into executive session. John P. Meese 
ot lowa moved a reconsideration of this 
vote, declaring that in view of the moment- 
ous issues depending upon the action of 
the convention, secret sessions were un- 
desirable. ‘* The entire United States is 
watching this convention,’ said Mr. Reese, 
“and we must take no chances of being 
placed before the country in a wrong light. 
if we go into executive session the news- 
papers will get it just the same. The 
papers always get the proceedings of the 
convention when it goes into executive ses- 
sion, and they always will, even if they 
have to buy their news from some of the 
gentlemen who are in favor of an executive 
f&ession.”’ 

The speech of Mr. Reese carried the day, 
the vete was reconsidered and it was de- 
cided that the meetings of the convention 
Would be open to the public. 

PRESIDENT MITCHELL'S ADDRESS. 

President Mitchell 
dress. He said: 

“In opening this convention I deem it 
my duty to make a few preliminary re- 
marks and to suggest in a series of recom- 
mendations the policy which would, in my 
judgment, best protect the interests of the 
striking anthracite mine workers and pre- 
serve until impaired the integrity of our 
entire organization. 

“As you are aware, the constitution of 
the United Mine Workers of America re- 
quires the President to call a special Na- 
tional convention upon the application of 
tive districts, regardless of whether the 
judgment of the President is in accord 
with the views of the districts making such 
application or with the purpose for which 
the convention is called. 

‘In determining the grave and impdr- 
tant question which now confronts you— 
namely, the advisability of inaugurating a 
National suspension of coal mining in de- 
fense of our struggling fellow-workers in 
the anthracite field of Pennsylvania—it is 
imperative that you should weigh with the 
greatest possible care the momentous prob- 
lem with whégch you have to deal; neither 
action in any particular, and I sincerely 
passion nor prejudice should influence your 
trust that your decision, whatever it may 
be, shall carry hope and inspiration to that 
great army of men, women, and children in 
the anthracite fields, who are watching and 
praying in expectation that this assembly 
will devise some measure which shall 

rove sufficient to enable them to obtain 
iving wages and humane, American condi- 
tions of employment. 

“ Personally I wish to impress upon you 
a realization of the fact that their success 
will be yours, and their defeat will ‘be 
your defeat; moreover, the desfruction of 
the United Mine Workers’ organization in 
the anthracite coal fields of Pennsylyania 
would prove the greatest possible shock to 
the American trade union movement. The 
eyes of the entire Nation are centred upon 
that contest, the hearts of all liberty lov- 
ing patriotic citizens beat in sympathy 
with it, and I feel sure that a great vic- 
tory will be achieved if the coal miners 
themselves will set the example and take 
the initiative by doing their full duty. 

“*I have been so closely associated with 
the struggles of the anthracite mine work- 
ers, have taken such part in their successes 
and failures and have felt so keenly their 
joys and sorrows, that it grieves me more 
than language can express to say that my 
views are not in accord with the views ex- 
Yressed by some in favor of a National sus- 
pension of coal mining; but much as 
cherish th2 esteem, the confidence, and 
friendship of my craftsmen, who have hon- 
ored me so signally, I cannot and will not 
forfeit my right to that esteem, confidence, 
and friendship by subordinating my per- 
sonal conviction of the right and advocat- 
ing a policy which would, in the ena, bring 
Gisaster and dishonor upon the organiza- 
tion over whose destiny it is my privilege 
to preside. 

““T have, during all my life in the labor 
movement, declared that contracts mutual- 
ly made should during their life be kept 
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inviolate; and while at times it may appear 
to the superficial observer or to those im- 
mediate!y concerned that advantage could 
be gained by setting agreements aside, 
such advantage if gained would in the very 
nature of things be temporary, and would 
ultimately result in disaster, be¢ause a dis- 
regard of contracts strikes at the very 
vitals of organized labor. The effect of 
such action would be to destroy confidence, 
to array in open hostility to our cause all 
forces of society, and to crystallize public 
sentiment in opposition to our movement. 
, ‘Sympathetic strikes have many ad- 
herents, and the efficacy of such methods 
appeals strongly to those who, being directly 
involved in trouble, do not always recog- 
nize the effect of their action upon the pub- 
lic mind; but the past history of the labor 
movement teaches lessons that should not 
be forgotten to-day. As far as my knowl- 
edge goes, I do not know of one solitary 
sympathetic strike of any magnitude whic 
has been successful; on the contrary, the 
most conspicuous among the sympathetic 
labor struggles have resulted in ignominious 
and crushing defeat, not only for the 
branch of industry originally involved, but 
also for the divisions participating through 
sympathy. In my judgment, the United 
Mine Workers should not repeat the mis- 
takes which, like milestones, mark the path 
tfod by the toiling masses in their never- 
ceasing struggle for better and higher civ- 
ilization. This, like all great progressive 
movements, has met with repulses, but 
gathering new strength in adversity, moves 
forward and onward again in its march to 
ultimate victory. Each defeat should teach 
essons of inestimable value in framing the 
lines upon which present and future battles 
shall be fought and won. 

‘If this convention acts wisely, if it leg- 
islates judiciously, I feel confident that 
public sentiment will be so concentrated 
against the arrogant and unreasonable at- 
titude of the anthracite coal operators 
that they will be forced to yield and make 
a settlement with their employes which 
will insure living wages and fair conditions 

otf employment, and establish a basis for 
future adjustment of wage questions that 
shall render strikes with their attendant 
sufferings and losses unnecessary. 

‘It had been the proud boast of the United 
Mine Workers of America that during the 
past several years, or since our organiza- 
tion became a power in the labor world, 
contracts based solely upon the honor and 
good faith of our union have, under the 
most trying circumstances, been kept in- 
violate, and in this supreme crisis a failure 
to live up to the high standard that has 
made our union pre-eminent among or- 
ganizations of labor would prove a sub- 
stanttation of all the charges and allega- 
tions made against us by our enemies, and 
would confirm beyond the possibility of 
refutation the specious argument of the 
anthracite coal operators that the United 
Mine!Workers of America is an irrespon- 
sible and unsafe body with which to deal. 


RECOMMENDATIONS SUGGESTED. 


‘I am firm in my conviction that the 
strike in the anthracite fields can and will 
be won without repudiating our solemn 
contracts with the bituminous operators, 
provided the bituminous miners will rise 
to the occasion and do their full duty by 
their struggling fellow-workers; and with 
this in mind ] desire to submit for your 
consideration the following specific recom- 
mendations: 

“1. That the National Secretary-Treas- 
urer be authorized and directed to imme- 
diately appropriate $50,000 from the funds 
in the national treasury and place it at the 
disposal of the officers of Districts 1, 7, 
and 9. 

“2. That all districts, sub-districts, and 
local unions be appealed to, to donate from 
the surplus in their treasuries large 
amounts as they can afford. 

“3. That an assessment of not less than 
$1 per week be levied upon all members of 
local unions, the amount so levied to be 
collected at the earllest possible moment 
and forwarded to the National Secretary- 
Treasurer. - 

‘4. That an assessment of 25 per cent. be 
levied upon all National, district, and sub- 
district officers whose salaries amount to 
$60 per month or more. 

**5. That an appeal be made to all Amert- 
can tradeeunions and to the generai public 
for financial assistance te carry the strike 
through to a successful issue. 

“6. That a committee be selected from 
this convention to draft an address to the 
American people, setting forth in proper 
form the policy of the miners" organiza- 
tion and appealing to the people to bring all 


as 


! possible pressure to bear upon the officers 


and stockholeers of the anthracite coal 
rarrying railroads to compel them to treat 
considerately the appeals of their employes 
for arbitration. 

‘* Firm in my conviction that the adoption 
of these recommendations and concurrence 
in this policy will insure success and con- 
serve the best interests and the welfare 
of our organization I submit them to you 


and bespeak for them your earnest con- 
sideration, with the sincere hope that what- 
ever policy you decide upon the honor and 
integrity of our organization will be pre- 
served.”’ 

The speech was greeted with great ap- 
plause from both anthracite and bituminous 
miners. ‘ 

President Ryan of the Illinois Miners at 
once offered a motion, which was promptly 
seconded, that the recommendations be 
adopted. The question was being put when 
a delegate rose to ask for information, and 
then began the debate, which continued un- 
til adjournment. 

Delegate William Downey of Indiana 
spoke strongly in favor of the adoption of 
the recommendations. -atrick Gildea of 
Pennsylvania, an anthracite man, urged 
that the questicn of a general strike be left 
to the soft coal men entirely. It was for 
them, he said, to decide what they wished 
to do for the striking anthracite miners, 
and he thought the anthracite men should 
remain out of the discussion. 

William Monaghan of Streator, IIl., advo- 
cated the adoption of Mr. Ryan's motion, 
but desired an amendment to the effect 
that the President of the organization be 
granted the power to increase the assess- 
ment if he found it advisable to do so. 
John S. Desilva of Shamokin, Penn., spoke 
in favor of the recommendations. 

Several of the anthracite men spoke of a 
desire to hold a caucus to enable them to 
act As atunit in presenting their demands 
to the convention. Mr. Ryan of Illinois of- 
fered to withdraw his motion that the rec- 
ommendations of the President be adopted 
until the, anthracite men could hold a cau- 
cus and President Mitchell said if the an- 
thracite men wished the hall for the pur- 
pose of holding a separate session they 
could have it. 

Upon motion of John Dempsey, Secretary 
of District No. 1 of the anthracite district, 
an adjournment was then taken until 10 
o'clock Friday morning, to enable the an- 
thracite men to hold: the caucus. 

At a caucus of the Illinois delegation, 
held scparately to-night, it was fetermined 
to oppose any general strike. It was also 
decided to stand by the recommendations 
of President Mitchell, with the exception 
of the one declaring in favor of an assess- 
ment of $1 per week on members of the 
union. This assessment should, the Illi- 
nois nren declare,.be made on a percentage 
basis. No specific percentage has been 
chosen as the basis for the contention, but 
10 per cent. is favored. An action similar 
to that of Illinois was taken by Ohio to- 
night. The Iowa miners also held a caucus 
to-night and decided to uphold the action 
of President Mitchell. 

The action of the caucuses to-night makes 
a general strike practically out of the ques- 
tion, as the anthracite men cannot carry 
their point without the aid of Illinois, and 
with that State and Iowa and Ohio against 
them, there is no apparent manner in which 
a strike can be ordered. 

The meeting of the anthracite miners, 
held after the adjournment of the conven- 

! tion, resulted in nothing but the conclusion 
that there is no way in which a strike can 
be forced, and that those members of the 
anthracite districts who are anxious for a 
strike will be disappointed. There was a 
long debate in the caucus, and ee | a 
vote was decided upon, but when it had 
been taken partially it was seen that the

$1,400,000 Wanted for the Property— 
The Views of Clubmen and Resi-

dents on the Proposition. 


The site of the old street car barns, at 
the east side of Sixth Avenue between For- 
ty-fourth and Forty-fifth Streets, has been 
offered to the United States Government 
‘as a location for the proposed New York 
Post Office. The tender has been made by 
the Century Realty Company of 135 Broad- 
way, that, in a letter to Acting Postmaster 
Gen. Winne, asks for the property, com- 
prising nearly twenty city lots, $1,400,000. 
That amount is $100,000 less than the 
amount appropriated by Congress for the 
purchase of a site. 

The site is on the border of the club dis- 
trict, and it was expected that the mention 
of the offer would arouse opposition on the 
part of members of the clubs in the vicinity, 
as well as of other residents in the neigh- 
borhood. A reporter for THE NEW YORK 
Times who interviewed several of the offi- 
cers and members of many of the clubs 
and several hotel proprietors in the vicinity 
Jast night learned that a great majority of 
them looked not unfavorably upon the 
project for the removal of the Post Office 
up-town. Many of those interviewed were 
ef the opinion that business is going up- 
town anyway, and that the only logical 
place for the central mail distributing office 
is in the heart of the business section. 

T. W. Slocum, Secretary of the Harvard 
Club, 27 West Forty-fourth Street, said: 

“I do not think the coming of the Post 
Office would affect materially the at- 
mosphere of this, the main club, district 
of the city, and I do not think clubmen wili 
look unfavorably on the project for the re- 
moval of the Post Office up town. Busi- 
ness is coming this way, the railroads are 
arranging their terminal stations in this 
neighborhood, and this, manifestly, is the 
proper location for the central mail distrib- 
uting office. 1 do not think the presence of 
the Post Office would mean any great in- 
crease in the amount of ‘noise, nor will it 
change greatly the general business char- 
acter of the immediate neighborhood. The 
clubs, I believe, would be not the less ex- 
clusive with the Post Office in the neigh- 
borhood, and it is not the least desirable 
of possible occupants of the old car barn 
site."’ 

G. 
York Yacht Club, 37 
Street, said: 

“The New York Yacht Club, I think, 
would find no reason for opposing the Sixth 
Avenue location for the Post Office. It 
would not affect us unfavorably. The 
march of business up town cannot be 
checked, and I cannot see why it would not 
be desirable to build the Post Office in this 
vicinity. The railroads would be more 
easily reached by the mail delivery wagons 
and the entire island of Manhattan, I -be- 
lieve, could be covered with less difficulty 


with the office more centrally located. I 
do not see how the Post Office in this 
neighborhood would affect club-life condi- 
tions.”’ 

G. E. Korst, proprietor of the Gerard, 
125 West Forty-fourth Street, said: 

“In my opinion it would be a good thing 
to have the Post Office in a more central 
location now that many of the business 
houses are coming up this way, Unques- 
tionably real estate values in the district 
would be enhanced. As for its effect on 
the conditions in homes and hotels and 
apartment houses, I believe that the noise 
might be increased somewhat, but the ad- 
ditional noise would be merely that of 
more vehicles in the streets, and nobody 
minds that here in the ~~ where such 
noises are expected. It would be better, I 
think, to have the Post Office in a location 
nearer the railroad terminal stations.”’ 


SPOONER’S FRIENDS ANGRY.

Washington Republicans Indignant at 
Action of Wisconsin Convention.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Republicans in 
Washington are much annoyed with the 
Wisconsin Republicans for their treatment 
of Senator Spooner. They say the history 
of politics presents no instance of littleness 
that compares with that displayed in the 
Wisconsin State Convention, when it was 
decreed that Mr. Spooner must make 
obeisance to Gov. La Follette or retire from 


public life. 
According to the Washington view Mr. 


Spooner is one of the most important mem- 
bers of the majority party in the United 
States Senate, whose retirement to private 
life would leave a void in the Republican 


ranks. 
“Senator Spooner’s value to the Repub- 


lican Party cannot be estimated,’’ said one 


Senator to-day. ‘‘ There is nobody in the 
Senate who could take his*place. He is a 
statesman, politician, parliamentarian, and 
orator, a man of quick and accurate judg- 
ment, sound mind, and broad culture. I 
believe that even the Democrats, who fear 
him more than they fear all the rest of us 
put together, would be sorry to have him 
leave the Senate because they know he is 
a useful servant of the people. 

“Look at his work in the last session 
of Congress. There was not an important 
iece of legislation in which he was not 
argely concerned, and his efforts in every 
instance resulted in good to his country.” 
It is not believed in Washington that Mr. 
Spooner will bend the knee to Gov. La Fol- 
lette, and it is feared that he will there- 
fore not be in the Senate after the expira- 
tion of his: present term. There are Re- 
ublicans here who hope, however, that 
n some manner the Badger State Repub- 
licans may yield to the demand from all 
arts of the country that Mr. Spooner be 
Kept in the Senate.

PITTSBURG, July 17.—Contracts esti- 
mated at $1,000,000 have been given within 
the past few days to Pittsburg firms by 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company. The 
firms awarded the work are the Riter-Con- 
ley Manufacturing Company, the Mesta 
Machine Company, and the American Bridge 
Company's local plants. The work is to be 
done for the new steel works and furnaces 
of the Colorado Company at Pueblo. 

Chief Engineer Holander, who made the 
contracts, left last evening to return to 
Pueblo. He said: ‘‘ We are building at 
Pueblo one of the largest groups of fur- 
naces and rolling mills in the country. We 


will mine our own fuel and ore, make our 
own pig iron, and roll our own mill products. 
The Riter-Conley Company is to furnish 
the smoke stacks, the Mesta Machine Com- 
any is to uip the mills, and the Amer- 
can Bridge Company is to build the bridges 
on the railroad connecting the furnaces 
with the mines.

CONFERENCE ON TRUSTS 
SUGGESTED BY RUSSIA. 


Note Sent to the Powers Proposing 
Joint Action—De Witte Wants to 
Find Means to Protect Commerce. 


LONDON, July 18.—Details of an im- 
portant move by Russia, which have €vi- 
dently been suppressed hitherto by the 
censor, have transpired in London. This 
move is fo less than a proposal by the Im- 
perial Government for an international con- 
ference to deal with trusts. 

Baron de Stael, (Russian Ambassador in 


London,) about ten days ago presented to, 


the British Government a note from M. de 
Witte, (Russian Minister of Finance,) which 
note was sent also to all the powers which 
signed the Brussels Sugar Convention. 

The note proposed that these powers 
should consider in common means to pro- 
tect international commerce against the 
artificial depression of prices, not only by 
government measures, such as _ export 
bounties or the control of production, but 
also by the much-more dangerous processes 
adopted by trusts, private undertakings, or 
kartels, which tend artificially to influence 
the international market. 

This explains the mysterious reference 
made in The Financial Messenger of St. 
Petersburg early this week to a recent note 


of M. de Witte, which, the paper said: ‘Is 
an application in the economic domain of 
the principles of The Hague Conference.”’ 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 18.—The Finan- 
cial Messenger says M. de Witte’s note 
protests against Russia being placed on 
the same footing as those States which 
grant export premiums to the sugar indus- 
try, and also contests the right of such 
States to impose special taxes on sugar of 
Russian origin, as being contrary to the 
most favored nation clauses. 

Commenting on the note, The Financial 
Messenger says: 

“Failing an _ international 
there is only one remedy, namely, in- 
creased customs duties. In proposing com- 
mon international action, Russia proves 
that she would prefer not isolated legisla- 
tion, in her own particular interest, but a 
joint agreement based upon the general 
welfare and solidarity of all the States.”’ 


FOUND $40,118; GOT 10 CENTS. 


Man Was Thus Munificently Rewarded 
by a Chicago Woman.

CHICAGO, July 17.—A woman lost a bag 
containing papers and currency valued at 
$40,118 to-day, and when they were re- 
turned to her she rewarded the finder with 
10 cents.

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| POLIGEMAN SHOOTS — 
HIS BOY ACCIDENTALLY 


Nearly Insane with Grief, He 


Watches the Dying Lad. 


The Child in a Hospital Bed Tries to 
Cheer His Father—The Mother Is 
Weak and Ill from Shock. 


In putting away his revolver, which he 
had just finished cleaning yesterday, Po- 
liceman Anthony J. Miller of the East One 
Hundred and Fourth Street Station, 
dentally shot his five-year-old son, Robert 
N. Miller, in the right side, at their home, 
357 East Sixty-eighth Street. The boy is 
dying in the Presbyterian Hospital, and 
the father is almost insane from grief. The 
mother, just confined, is also in a bad way. 

Miller had a day off yesterday, and he 
spent it at home. 
at 11 o’clock in the morning, and, after re- 
placing the bullet cartridges, was about to 
put it in the clothes closet, where he 
always keeps it when at home. His boy 
was at the doorway leading to a bedroom, 
in which was the wife and mother, who 
five days ago gave birth to another baby. 

Miller held the butt end of the weapon 
with the barrel pointing past his wrist. It 
is supposed he did not put the hammer 
down all the way, and that it was at half 
cock, for, as he held it in his left hand and 
opened the closet door with his right hand 
the weapon exploded. 

For an instant Miller did not realize 
what had happened. Then he heard the 
noise of his boy’s fall, and, running to his 
side, saw the blood oozing from the lad's 
side. Miller gave a shriek of horror. It 
brought his invalid wife from the couch, 
where she had been nursing the baby, and 
she staggered, weak and pale, to the side 
of her husband and the already dying boy 
on the floor. 

‘‘My God, Tony, what has happened?” 
she cried in an agonized voice. 

“I don't know! I don’t know!” fairly 
yelled the excited man, as he ran out of the 
house. He telephoned to the Presbyterian 
Hospital for an ambulance, which was soon 
rattling up to the house. The weak mother, 
summoning all her meagre strength, had 
lifted the boy's head and was lying in her 
bedclothing on the floor trying to call the 
boy back to life. The sight served to fur- 
ther agonize Miller, who could not look at 
what the doctor was doing. He was already 
going out of his head. 

Dr. Winchester found the ball had _pene- 
trated'the intestines, and he hurriedly got 
the boy to the operating table, where the 
bullet was extracted. But the lad was 
dying. Every minute, however, after that 
the boy was conscious, and he startled the 
doctors and nurses by trying to cheer up 
his father. ; 

Miller was woefully excited, and it was 
feared he would go out of his mind. He 
walked up and down by the side of his 
boy’s cot moaning, and now and then look-~ 
ing at the lad. : a : 

* Oh, if he goes then I'll go, too,"’ he cried 
several times. - 

‘* Papa, it's all right,"’ said the lad, look- 
ing up, and his nerve made the policeman 
stop to lock at the lad. Then he kissed

Miller did not leave the boy’s side an in- 
stunt all day, and the surgeons let him re- 
main, as it seemed to do the boy good and 
not harm. Miller was so excited that he 
and though the accident happened at 11 
forgot about notifying his superior officer, 
o'clock in the forenoon, it was 10:30 o'clock 
idst night when a relative of the policeman 
thought *tto call up Acting Captain Lynch 
and ask him to put Miller on the sick list. 
Lynch investigated and found out what 
was the matter. He told Detective Wilker- 
son to watch Miller and see he came 
through all right without doing himself 
any injury. 

Mrs. Miller was weak and sick from shock 
last night. The boy's condition was very 
bad late at night, and at 1:15 o'clock this 
morning it was said that he might live 
through the night. 

Miller bears an excellent reputation as a 
policeman, and it was stated last night by 
several of his superiors that he was a 
sober, industrious man, who always at- 
tended strictly to business, besides being 
a very devoted husband and father.

PLEA FOR RACE HARMONY. 
This Subject ls Introduced by Speaker 


at the Negro Conference in 
Hampton, Va.

HAMPTON, Va., July 17.—At to-day’s 
session of the Hampton Negro Conference 
the subject of religion was introduced by 
the Rev. F. J. Grimke of Washington, 
D. C., and was followed by a plea for race 
harmony by Prof. W. 8S. Scarborough of 
Wilberforce University, Ohio. Both are rec- 
ognized as leaders in negro thought and in- 
tegrity. Dr. Grimke quoted the charge

BOSTON, July 17.—A_ sensation was 
sprung by the Master Brewers of Baston 
this afternoon when they filed fourteen 
separate bills of complaint before Judge 
Braley in the Equity Session of the Su- 
perior Court against the Brewery Work- 
ers, engineers, Building Trades Council, 
Central Labor Union, and the State Branch 
of the American Federation of Labor, ask- 
ing that the officers of those organizations 
show cause why an injunction should not 
be issued against them to restrain them 
from carrying on the boycott against the 
product of the breweries, from acts of 
violence, picket patrol, posting and dis- 
tributing circulars and cards, from having 
eards displayed on wagons, and from in- 
timidating customers of the brewers.

The Coroner’s inquest yesterday into the 
circumstances of the death of Albert C. 
Latimer, who was shot in his home, $18 
Hancock Street, Brooklyn, early on the 
morning of July 2, while failing to clear 
the mystery which has stirred all Brooklyn, 
abounded in surprising testimqny that has 
added new interest to an already deeply ine 
teresting case. 

Following a straightforward story by the 
widow of the murdered man, in which she 
told of her discovery of a burglar in the 
room, of a struggle between her husband 
and the intruder, and of the shooting, other | 
Witnesses, nurses and doctors from St 
Mary's Hospital, testified to alleged state- 
ments by Mr. Latimer there to the effect 
that he had been “shot in bed,” that it 
was “no burglar,” and that he knew the | 
man who shot him. 

The Coroner secured for the hearing the 
old Common Council Chamber, now used 
by the Court of Special Sessions. Although 
officers were stationed at the doors to pre- | 
vent the entrance of people who had no} 
connection with the case, the spacious room 
was crowded almost to suffocation, 

Handsomely gowned women, whose pres- 
ence seemed to be caused solely by curiosti- | 
ty, ocettpied front seats and strained their | 
eats to catch every word of testimony. 
This, however, was a very difficult task, 
because of the poor acoustics of the room. 
The conditions were somewhat ameliorated, | 
however, by District Attorney John Clarke, 
who repeated for the benefit of the jurors 
and newspaper men present the answers of 
the witnesses. 

MRS. LATIMER’S TESTIMONY. 


Mrs. Latimer was the first witness, and 
her story of the shooting was corroborated 
by all of those who were called into the 
house at the time of the tragedy. Her 
story was in the form of a narrative, sel- 
dom interrupted by questions from Mr. 
Clarke. She admitted that she had trouble 
with her husband concerning a man named 
Tuthill, and that she had flirted with other 
men, and that on one occasion a man had 
been put to bed in an intoxicated condition 
in her house while Mr. Latimer was away 
from home. Two of these men the police 
have been trying to get aii: subpoena to 
appear and testify before the Coroner, and 
succeeded in serving one of them yester- 
day morning at White Lake, Sullivan Coun. 
ty. 
The man subpoenaed was W. H. Tuthill, 
and as soon as he received the subpoena 
he took a train for New York. It was ex- 
pected that he would go on the stand be- 
fore adjournment, but he had not arrived 
up to that time. The other man whose tes- 
timony is wanted is a Walter Elwell, whose 
home was in Halsey Street. He is spend- 
ing his vacation somewhere in the country, 
and the police have been unable to come 
municate with him. 

Mrs. Latimer when called to the stand sat 
facing the District, Attorney, who had be- 
him on his left Capt. James G, Reyn- 
olds, the commanding officer of the Brook- 
lyn Central Office, and on his right Capt.

“After being asleep for some time I wag 
awakened by a noise and saw a dark object 
pass across the room, and I made an out- 
cry. ‘ What’s_the matter, Sadie?’ asked 
my husband. I said, ‘ There’s some one in 
the room,* and he replied, ‘ Nonsense,’ 
turning over to sleep again. The object 
went into_my closet, the one nearest to the 
bed, and I got up, and, going to the bath- 
room, struck a match and lit the gas, 

‘‘ After pulling down the shades I went to 
the closet, and, opening the door, said 
‘Here’s the burglar!’ My husband was 
then out of bed. The man came out of the 
closet and ran to the other side of the room 
between my husband's closet and the chif- 
fonier. My husband grabbed some of the 
bedclothing—the sheet, counterpane, and 
blanket, I think—and walked toward the 
burglar with the clothing in front of him. 
He went to the place where the man was 
cornered. I was between my husband anda 
the man when the man ran to the other 
side of the room, pushing me aside. Then 
my husband was between me and the 
burglar.”’

Director of the Mint Roberts Says Poli- 


tics and Crops Are ThrWing. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—George Rob- 
erts, Director of the Mint, who is just back 
from lowa, said to-day of the political and 
business conditions in that State and thé 
West generally: 

“ Little is going on in the political field 
in Iowa. All the Republican representa- 
tives in the Lower House of Congress have 
been renominated except Capt. Rumple of 
the Second District. Capt. Rumple has 
been forced to retire from public Iffe on 
account of ill health. 

“The Democratic Party is practically 
without organization in the State and 
shows no signs of making a vigorous con- 
test in any Congressional district. There is 
every reason to expect that the State will 
return a solid Republican delegation to 
Congress. ‘ 

“The crop situation is just the reverse 
of what it was at this time a year ago. 
Then the crops were suffering from a se- 
vere drought. Recently there have been 
excessive and destructive rains. The condi- 
tions have grown better, however, than 
they were ten days ago, and there is every 
reason to expect a full average crop of 
corn unless there is a change in the situa- 
tion. 

‘The most notable feAture of the bus® 
ness situation in the West is the #fevalent 
speculation in farm lands. West and north- 
west of Chicago farm lands have advanced 
in value an average of more than 560 per 
cent. The farmers have been enjoying high 
orices for a long time and have money to 
past. This has led to an increased de- 
mand for lands, and the movement has at- 
tained speculative’ proportions. Almost 
every town and cross roads is deeply ab- 
sorbed in the topic of the price of farm 
lands. 

There is a great movement of farmers 
and speculators into Canada to buy the 
cheap wheat lands of Manitoba and the 
provinces west of it. By the close of an- 
other season there will be more residents 
in that region who are from the United 
States than from any other country. A great 
deal of capital is being absorbed by this 
land movement, and this accounts for the 
advance of interest rates and the. move- 
ment of money this early in the season.’’ 


TROY BREWERY DIFFICULTY. 


Democratic Factions Are Arrayed 
Against One Another in Proposed 
Sale of the Property.

TROY, N. Y., July 17.—Troy Democracy 
is divided into two factions, the “ regu- 
lars,"”” who have had’ for many years as 
their leader_ex-Senator Edward Murphy, 
Jr., and the “ progressives,"’ who espoused 
the cause of Mayor Conway. To-day the 
factions had a contest in a field other than 


political. 

Mayor Conway is a member of the brew- 
ery firm of Conway Brothers & Kane. 
There has been a controversy between the 
Conway and Kane interests, and recently 
the latter applied to the courts for an in- 
junction restraining the Conways from in- 
terfering in any way with the assets of the 
brewery until an accounting was made. 

The Mayor's sister, Mrs. Bridget A.

be forced out of the concern.

The Conways were represented by 
Corporation Counsel Fagan. Two attor- 
neys, both sons of ex-Senator Murphy, ap- 
peared in behalf of the Kane interests. Ed- 
ward Murphy, 2d, and his brother, Joseph 
A. Murphy, were present for creditors, and 
Emil F. Seitz in behalf of moneyed inter- 
ests. The referee read the terms of ‘sale, 
which included the provision that the pur- 
chaser must immediately pay the referee 
383 1-3 ‘per cent. of the purchase price. 
Terms are generally 10 fer cent. of the pur+ 
chase price and the balance within ten 
days. The bidding started with the amount 
of the mortgage and accrued interest and 
a‘ivanced rapidly.

DR. T. B. STILLMAN DOUBTS 
GUILLAUMEY’S NEW ALLOY. 





Dr. Thomas B. Stillman, Professor of 
Chemistry and Metallurgy in the Stevens 
Institute of Technology, questions the en- 
tire truth of the announcement made a 
few days ago that Dr. Guillaumey of Sévres 
had found an alloy of nickel and steel 
which would neither expand when heated, 
rust, nor oxidize. He said yesterday that 
from time to time men have come forward, 
claiming to have discovered such an alloy, 
but upon being put to a test the alloy has 
every time been found to contain a great 
proportion of nickel. 

“A short time ago,”’ he said, ‘a Pitts- 
burg company claimed to have found an 
alloy composed of small quantities of 
tungsten chromium and molybdenum, 5 per, 
cent .of nickel, and the rest steel. They 
submitted a specimen about the size of a 
ten-cent piece to me for analysis. 

“Well, I analyzed the piece and found 
that the hardness had been produce@ by the 
absence of phosphorus in the steel, and 
that there was no tungsten, little chromi- 
um, and about 88 per cent. nickel in it. Of 
course it did not rust, but it certainly did 
expand. 

* Nickel follows the same laws of expan- 
sion by heat that steel does. The co-ef- 
ficient of expansion of steel by heat is 
001079 and of nickel. .001279. “An alloy 
made of these rnctals must expand by heai, 
the nickel showing more expansion than the 
Steel. It is true that non-oxidizable alloys 
of steel and nickel have been made, but 
they are entirely too are for general 
use, since the amount of nickel required to 
prevent oxidization or rusting in an alloy is 
over 75 per cent., and nickel sélis for 50 
cents per pound, while open-hearth steel is

TO RESIGN IF STRIKE IS DECLARED 


President Mitchell Said to Have So [n- 
formed Miners’ Delegates.

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 17.—President 
Mitchell of the Miners’ Union, who opposed 
a strike of the bituminous miners, has in- 
formed the delegates to the convention that 
he will resign the Presidency of the organ- 
ization should the convention decide on a 
general strike. Presidents Haskins of Ohio, 
Reese of Indiana, Ryan of Illinois, and Vice 
President Lewis and Mr. Dolan of Penn- 
sylvania, it is said, are also opposed to a 
viclation of the existing wage agreements. 

The Pittsburg delegates have no specific 
instructions, but they intend to vote against 
a general strike, favoring closing the mills 
for one or two days each week and then 
diminishing the production without really 
disturbing the contract which they have 
with the operators. 


TO AID STRIKING MINERS. 


Representatives of Twenty-five Local 
Labor Unions at Meeting Last 
Night Voted to Solicit Funds. 


A conference of representatives of about 
twenty-five labor unions under the aus- 
pices of the Central Federated Union was 
held last evening in the University Settle- 
ment, Rivington and Eldridge Streets, to 
form a plan for aiding the anthracite 
miners who are on strike. Daniel 8. Jacobs, 
delegate of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 13, 
presided, and Herman Robinson, Financial 
Secretary of the Central Federated Union, 
was made Secretary of the meeting. The 
Rev. Father J. J. Curran, rector of the 
Church of Our Saviour, Wilkesbarre, Penn., 
who tried unsuccessfully to get the opera- 
tors to settle the strike, was present, and 
was invited to make an address. 

Father Curran explained that he had 
been invited by a friend in the afternoon 
to attend the meeting, and therefore had no 
statistics. He stated the demands of the 
miners as already published, and_ said 
that they had grievances which only miners 
could fully understand. 

“Two things,”’ he continued, “‘ are neces- 
sary in order that the miners may win. The 
first is that they keep the peace; the sec- 
ond is that they have the finances to keep 
up the struggle. The strike as a whole 


has shown that they can keep the peace. 
I hope they may have the funds.” 


STRIKERS RETURN TO WORK.

Map with Equidistant Polar Projection, 
Supposed to Antedate Merca- 
tor’s Chart, Found.

LONDON, July 18.—The Times an- 
nounces a discovery made while he was 
binding an old book by W. M. Voynich 
of Soho Square, who found in the book 
a fragment of a manuscript map of the 
world and an equidistant polar projec- 
tion of the sixteenth century. The book 
was printed and bound in Italy in the 
year 1536. 

F. G. Ravenstein, an authority on 
maps, declares the map discovered by 
Mr. Voynich, which includes only parts 
of Europe, East Asia, and North Africa, 
to be an authentic work by some Span- 
iard, while he says that the empty space 
between the two hemispheres, which is 
filled by a rough sketch of Magellan 
Straits, with the outline of a ship and a 
| flag, indicates that it was drawn after 
the arrival of one of Magellan's ships in 
1522. 


The 





polar hemispheres of this map, 
which Mr. Ravenstein believes was 
drawn in Spain immediately after the 
arrival of Magellan’s ship Vittoria, must 
be the earliest employment of the equi- 
distant polar projection, hitherto  be- 
lieved to have been employed first by 
Mercator in his chart of 1569. 

The natural assumption, says Mr. Ra- 
venstein, is that the map was drawn 
to illustrate a never-published work on 
Magellan's expedition. 


According tq some authorities, the first 
map on Mereftor’s well-knéwn projection, 
wich the parallels and meridians at right 
angles, was published in 1568. 

Gerardus Mercator was born in 1512 in 
Flanders, so that if Mr. Ravenstein's theory 
| regarding the map discovered in London 
be correct he loses his chief title to fame. 


KING OF ITALY LEAVES RUSSIA. 


PETERHOF, Russia, July 17.—King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel of Italy took cordial leave 
| of the Czar this afternoon and started for 
| home. 

Prior to his departure the King took 
breakfast with the Czar and other mem- 
bers of the Imperial family on a balcony of 
the palace. . Later Emperor Nicholas, the 
Grand Dukes, Count Lamsdorff (Minister 
of Foreign Affairs), the Italian Ambassador 
| to Russia (Count Morra di Lavriano e della 
Monta), and many other notable person- 
| ages went to the railway station to see 
| Russia's royal guest off. 

The two sovereigns salutéd each other af- 
fectionately several times, and as the train 
drew out the Italian King waved his hand 
till he was out of sight. 

King Victor Emmanuel in the course of 
his stay bestowed decorations upon sev- 
eral of the Grand Dukes, and presented to 
Count Lamsdorff and M. de Witte (Minis- 
ter of Finance) portraits of himself bear- 
ing his autograph, set in jeweled frames. 
The Czar decorated Signor Prinetti (Italian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs), and Count 
| Morra with the Order of St. Alexander 
Newsky. Upon the members of the suites 
both monarchs bestowed valuable souvenirs 
and the decorations of minor orders.

King Edward's health continue to be most 
satisfactory. He will remain on the royal 
yacht off Cowes, Isle of Wight, until Aug. 
8, and will return to the Solent after the 
coronation. 

Since his removal to Cowes the progress 
of the King has been so rapid that the 
physicians have ordered a more liberal diet 
for his Majesty. 

it has been definitely decided that the 
British fleet will reassemble for a coro- 
nation review off Spithead on Aug. 11. The 
Japanese warships have been instructed to 
return there, and it is understood that 
other foreign countries will also be rep- 
resented. 

King Edward intends to review the fleet 
a few days after Aug. 11. 


MONUMENT IN DANGER. 


VENICE, July 17.—Having received a re 
port*of the dangerous condition of the fa- 
mous Basilica Palladiana at Vicenza, forty 
miles west of Venice, the Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction, Signor Nasi, has ordered 
that measures for its preservation be taken. 

Signor Nasi has also ordered that the 
Square of St. Mark in Venice be cleared 
preparatory to the rebuilding of the Cam- 
panile. Selection will be made of all the 
material of the fallen tower which it will 
be possible to use again, and the work will 
be conducted in such a manner as to make, 
as far as possible, the new monument rath- 
er a reconstruction than an imitation of 
the old tower. The work has been intrusted 
to the architect Bons and a committee, 
who have been ordered to inquire into the 
condition of the other monuments on the 
piazza with a view to their protection. 

The cable dispatch from Mayor Low of 
New York expressing sympathy over the 
fall of the tower has created a most pleas- 
ant impression here, and the Mayor of 
Venice has sent a personal answer to Mr. 
Low. - 


The Basilica at Vicenza was built by the 
famous architect Palladio, and was com- 
pleted about the year 1549. It is regarded 
as a very successful example of his style. 
Paul Waterhouse, the British architect, 
calls it ‘“‘a truly noble essay in superim- 
posed orders.” 

The Basilica, which is an immense build- 
ing, has a grand colonnade in two stories, 
Doric and lonic. Besides the church, Pal- 
ladio also designed the Teatro Olimpico and 
the Rotonda, or villa of Palladio, at Vi- 
cenza. 


VENICE CAMPANILE FUND. 


Subscription Started by the National 
Arts Club of New York. 


The National Arts Club of New York has 
started a subscription in aid of the recon- 
struction of the old bell tower on the 
Piazzi of San Marco, Venice, which fell the 
other day. Charles R. Lamb, Chairman of 
the Art Committee, cabled to the sculptor 
Johnson, United States Consul in Venice, 
the sympathy of the club in the loss that 


Venice has sustained. A committee of five, 
with Spencer Trask as the treasurer, has 
been formed to solicit subscriptions in this 
country. 

According to many architects, the cost 
of rebuilding the Campanile will be large. 
When the estimates are in, it is probable 
that the Venetians will be ready to accept 
contributions from the rest of the world to 
aid them in replacing one of the most con- 
spicuous ornaments of their city. (The 

easure which foreigners have received 
rom the antiquities and a genes beauty 
of Venice and the courtesy with which they 


~ 
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are treated by Venetians are sufficient 
warrant for assistance. France, England, 
and Germany are likely to fall into line if 
efforts are made by the architects, artists, 
and art lovers to give assistance. 

There is little probability in the statement 
that Venetian buildings generally are in a 
dangerous state; the fall of the Campanile 
Was the result of carelessness on the part 
of the city authorities, who have now had 
a warning which will not be neglected.

SPEECH BY WHITELAW REID. 


At a Banquet in His Honor at Liverpool 
He Says British Fear of the Ship 
Combine Is Exaggerated. 


LIVERPOOL, July 17.—Speaking at a 
banquet given to-night in his honor by the 
American Chamber of Commerce, Whitelaw 
Reid, the head of the United States Em- 
bassy to the coronation of King Edward, 
congratulated the country upon the ex- 
traordinary rapid recovery of the King. 
Referring to the conclusion of peace in 
South Africa, Mr. Reid said: 

“‘It has now become plain that this peace 
is to be permanent; that the coalescing of 
the hostile parties is to be genuine, and 
that, as in the case of our civil war, there 
is to rise from the battlefields of two de- 
termined and worthy foes a compact, unit- 
ed power embodying both and greater than 
both. Your amnesty was followed only a 
few weeks later by ours.” 

Dealing with Liverpool's improvements 
to her docks and her ability to hold her 
own as a seaport against Southampton, 
Hamburg, and the Manchester Canal, Mr. 
Reid said: 

“If you have sustained the threatened 
dangers of recent years, you can surely 
face with equanimity the terrors of the 
Pierpont Morgan venture. I suggest that 
the apprehension aroused by the recent 
change in shipping with which his name is 
identified is somewhat exaggerated. Your 
power to secure at will for the navy as 
many cruisers as ever seems to be not in 
the least imperiled. If built in your ship- 
yards, such vessels are forbidden to pass 
under our flag by a law almost as old as 
our history, and almost as hard to change 
as our Constitution. If you accept. the 
gloomiest view regarding the future con- 
trol of the Atlantic carrying trade, it does 
not follow that New York would use that 
control to weaken the port most imporant 
to it, namely, Liverpool. Even monopolies 
are not supposed to thrive by damaging 
their best customers. Besides, the monopo- 
ly in this case is fanciful. None has been 
created, I think none is desired, and I 
know none can long be successful.” 

Mr. Reid maintained that the Morgan 
combine obviated violent fluctuations in 
rates and insured to Great Britain a great 
neutral fleet in which its food could be 
carrie din spite of any possible enemy. 

I do not for a moment admit the possi- 
bility of war between our two nat ons,”’ 
said Mr. Reid. ‘“‘ Nature revolts against it, 
and all the interests of that vast body « 
English-speaking people who in both hem- 
ispheres lead the world upward forbid it.” 

The speaker declared that neither Great 
Britain nor the United States would ever 
rule the world as did ancient Rome, or seek 
to do so, though there was no question that 
the English-speaking race led the world in 
moral, material, and intellectual progress. 

Previous to the banquet Mr. Reid visited 
the Exchange, where he made a short 
speech, expressing the sympathy Americans 
felt for Great Britain on account of the ill- 
ness of King Edward. 


THE DOOMED FRENCH SCHOOLS. 


Several Million Francs Likely to be 
Needed to Provide for Pupils of 
Church Establishments Closed.

LONDON, July 18.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says the attitude 
of the religious orders and Church 
schools falling under the rigors of the 
Law of Associations seems likely to be 
one of resignation. There are 160,000 


children in the Church schools of Paris 
alone, and it will cost probably several 
million francs to accommodate’ all the 
pupils of the schools. 

The Gaulois publishes protests by sev- 
eral Deputies against the manner in 
which the law is being enforced, and, 
says The Times's correspondent, it seems 
that there have been many cases of 
great misunderstanding, as it is alleged 
that many of the schools which are to 
be closed have previously relieved their 
obligation by asking for authorization. 


REICHSLANDERS’ PILGRIMAGE. 


14,000 Alsace-Lorrainers Visited France 
for the July 14 Fetes.

CHALLENGED AN AMERICAN 
AND THEN DID NOT FIGHT. 


Capt. Wester Will Have to Leave the 
Swedish Army—Was Formerly an 
Attache at Washington. 


STOCKHOLM, July 17.—A great sensa- 
tion has been caused in military circles 
here by the conduct of Capt. Arvid Wes- 
ter, who, after challenging an American, 
William Casper, to fight a duel, failed to 
appear at the spot selected for the en- 
counter. 

The trouble arose at a performance last 
night in the Grand Arena Palace. Wester, 
who was in the full uniform of a Captain on 
the General Staff and wearing*his decora- 
tions, disturbed the séance of amind reader 
named Ninoff. Casper, who is the manager 
of the establishment, remonstrated with 


the Captain, and demanded an apology. 
This Wester refused, and Casper said the 
officer's conduct was ungentlemanly and 
disgraceful. The Captain then challenged 
the American, who accepted, and repaired 
to the meeting place at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing with his seconds. One of them was the 
Secretary of the United States Legation, 
Joseph Mutr. 

Wester, who was a war correspondent in 
Cuba and South Africa, failed to a pear, 
and as a consequence will undoubtedly be 
forced to retire from the army. Casper has 
been the recipient of many congratulations. 


Capt. A. Wester was the Military At- 
taché to the legation of Sweden and Nor- 
way at Washington at the time of the out- 
break of the war between the United States 
and Spain. He went through that war, as 
also through the war between Turkey and 
Greece, when he was the guest of Crown 
Prince Constantine of Greece in the field. 

At the time of the war with Spain Wester 
had served two years in the Swedish cav- 
alry, two years in the artillery, and had 
then just completed his second year in the 
infantry arm of the service. With other 
officers, including Capt. Abilgaard of the 
Norwegian Army, Wester was attached to 
Gen. Shafter’s headquarters as a foreign 
guest. 


ARCHBISHOP OECONIMIDIS DEAD. 


ATHENS, July 17.—Archbishop Proco- 
pius Oeconimidis, the ex-Metropolitan of 
Athens, who was forced to resign on ac- 
count of the university riots, occasioned by 
the proposal to translate the Gospels into 
modern Greek, is dead. 


Archbishop Procopius Oececonimidis  re- 
signed the office of Metropolitan of Athens 
on Nov. 23, 1901, as a result of the turbu- 
lent and fatal demonstrations in the Greek 


capital. His resignation was very dra- 
matic. The then Minister of Public Wor- 
ship, M. Stais, visited him in the night and 
told him that King George and the Govern- 
ment desired him to resign. At first the 
Metropolitan refused. He was then taken to 
see the Premier, M. Theotokis, after which 
all three went to the Palace at 1 oclock in 
the morning. As a result of the interview 
with his Majesty the Metropolitan signed 
his resignation, weeping and seemingly 

roken-hearted. 2 

In a debate in the Chamber of Deputies 
on” Nov. 23, on the question of the dis- 
turbances, the Premier quoted from certain 
letters of the Holy Synod. addressed to 
Queen Olga in 1899, in which the Synod's 


reasons against the translation of the Gos- 
pels were explained. Mr: Theotokis blamed 
the Metropolitan for the disorders. He 
said the Archbishop, owing to the weak- 
ness of his character, had not the courage 
to support the ders upon the occasion of 
his audience with the Queen. 

Referring to Queen Olga, the Premier said 
her piety, Christian sentiments and nobility 
of character were the admiration of the 
whole world. During the war with Turkey 
she was everywhere told by wounded sol- 
diers that they could not read the Gospels 
because they did not understand the text. 
The Queen then arranged for the publica- 
tion of a translation of the Gospels into 
modern Greek, exclusively for family use. 

On Nov. 24 the Greek ministry resigned, 
M. Theotokis considering that the respon- 
sibility of a judicial inquiry into the dis- 
orders should be left to another Cabinet.

SEORETARY ROOTS NOTE 


Text of the Communication to 
Gov. Taft. 


Why the United States Insists on the 
Withdrawal of the Friars from 
the Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—The War De- 
partment to-day made public the last note 
of Secretary Root to Gov. Taft relating to 
the negotiations for the friars’ lands in the 
Philippines, which formed the basis of the 
note which Gov. Taft yesterday communi- 
cated to the Vatican, the essential points 
of which were cabled from Rome last even- 
ing. The note was as follows: 

“Washington, July 14, 1902. 
“Taft, Hotel Quirinal, Rome: 

“IT am much gratified by the expression 
of intention on the part of the Holy See to 
take the measures which are indicated by 
Cardinal Rampolla’s memoranda of the 22d 
of June, and of the 10th of July, to recall 
the religious orders in the Philippine Isl- 
ands to the life proper to their institutes, 
and to an exclusive devotion to spiritual 
ministry, abstaining from any kind of in- 
terference with things appertaining to the 
civil authority, and to introduce as much 
as possible the religious of nationalities 
other than Spanish, and particularly the 
religious of American nationality, and to 
concede to them the parochial ministry as 
soon as they shall be sufficiently instructed 
in the language of the country. These 
measures, so plainly indicated as wise by 
the recognized facts in the Philippin arch- 
ipelago, are quite independent of any busi- 
néss or monetary consideration, and I feel 
that such contribution as you have been 
able to make to a full understanding of 
the facts, and the development of the pur- 
poses described, is sufficient compensation 
for your visit to Rome. It is believed that 
there will result a sure basis of mutual 
consideration and just treatment in the 
future relations between the Church and 
State in the Philippines in regard to all 
specific questions which will have to be 
settled there. 

“Regarding the withdrawal of the mem- 
bers of the religious orders from the Phil- 
ippines, it should not be understood that 
the Philippine Government, is asking to 
modify or in any manner affect the con- 
duct of religious matters on the part of the 
Holy See, or on the part of the heads of 
the orders, or for any compulsory exclu- 
sion or proceeding whatever. It is rather 
that the Philippine Government desires so- 
cial resultg_which it deems of great im- 
portance to the welfare of the Philippine 
people, and which can be accomplished only 
by the withdrawal of this class of persons, 
who have fortuitously been thrown into 
special and antagonistic political relations 
with the people. That Government has 
proposed an arrangement which it supposed 
to be very advantageous to the Church, 
and worth its own while to carry out, if 
the ecalesiastical authorities having the 
direction of the religious orders should see 
fit voluntarily to withdraw them from the 
islands, Such a voluntary withdrawal 
cannot be considered a violation of any 
rights under the treaty of Paris or other- 
wise, or any reflection either upon the 
hation or upon the orders to which the 
persons withdrawing happen to belong. 

“The reasons making the withdrawai de- 
sirable are not religious or racial, but arise 
from the political and social relations which 
existed under the former Government, and 
which have created personal antipathies 
menacing to the peace and order of the 
community. Such a voluntary withdrawal 
would not involve any confirmation of any 
accusations against the persons withdraw- 
ing or the orders to which they belong, and 
it is to be observed that we have made 
no such accusations. ‘It would simply rec- 
ognize the existence of the conditions which 
for several years past have been and now 
are preventing these perticulay agents from 
serving the Church in the stations to which 
they were assigned, 4nd which weuld make 
their re-employment injurious to the com- 
munity. In this matter the United States 
representatives in the Philippines are mere- 
ly endeavoring to meet the wishes as well 
as the needs of the Philippine people. . 

“Tt is not the United States Government 
which Objects to the presence of the friars; 
it is the Catholic population of the Philip- 
pine Islands. The lay Catholic population 
and the parish priests of native and non- 
Spanish blood are practically a. unit in de- 
siring both to expel the friars and to cen- 
fiscate their lands out of hand. This pro« 
posed confiscation without compensation 
of the Church lands was one of the funda- 
mental policies of the insurgent Govern- 
ment under Aguinaldo. Recognizing the in- 
tensity and practical unanimity of this feel- 


ing among the Filipinos and at the same 
time desiring to avoid causing loss to the 
Church, the United States Government rep- 
resentatives proposed to pay for the lands- 
out of the public funds if the friars ‘would’ 
retire from the islands and give place to 
other religious bodies of their own faith, 
who might be able to accomplish for’ their 
religion what they themselves had so sig- 
nally failed to accomplish. In making this 
proposal the United States representatives 
were well aware that financially ft was 
only of benefit to the Church, for the lands 
are unproductive and held in adverse pos- 
session by the natives, who refuse to pay 
rent, while the former congregations of 
the objectionable friars now refuse to re- 
ceive them, and they could only be restored 
to their parishes by such affirmative Gov- 
ernmental action as under our Constitution 
cannot be taken. 

“It is the desire to accomplish the re- 
moval of this cause of disturbance and dis- 
cord that has led me to approve that clause 
of your proposal which would involve the 
Government of the Philippines in a large 
and undefined obligation for the purchase 
of lands in advance of a specific ascertain- 
ment of their values and of the estimated 
prices which we can reasonably expect to 
receive from’ them when we in turn offer 
them for sale, and to the clauses which 
would anticipate the authority of Congress 
in regard to the ascertainment of rentals 
and damages in the course of occupation 
and the conveyance of Church lands pro- 
vided for in your proposal. If this object 
is not to be assured, then the arrangement 
sought should be quite different in form 
and should more closely follow the sugges. 
tions of Cardinal Rampolla in his memor- 
andum of June 22, wherein he says that 
an estimate of the value the lands, con- 
formable with the princisfies of justice and 
equity, is a complicated question, requiring 
special study of the fact§ of the case, and 
cannot be solved with precipitation, and de- 
clares the disposition of the Holy See to 
furnish the new Apostolic Delegate, who is 
to be sent to the Philippines, with necessary 
and opportune instructions, in order to treat 
amicably this affair in understanding with 
the American Government and the parties 
interested, and so to arrive at fixing a sat- 
isfactory accord, whether on the value of 
the lands or the conditions of the sale and 
wherein he further says that the Apostolic 
Delegate will be instructed upon all the 
matters touched upon in the memorandum 
- ae 8 ee eresanding with the 

merican authoritiés an 
tlement ’ d secure a just set- 

** Following the course thus propos 
His Eminence and having pecures “yr | 
and definite enumeration of the various 
Eeroats of the property in which the re- 
igious orders are interested and which 
they are willing to sell, it will be the duty 
of the Philippine Government to determine 
for itself what price it is willing to pay 
That price will, of course, be largely af- 
fected by the practical benefits to be de- 
rived from the purchase in view of all the 
facts then existing. This course also makes 
it possible to take into due consideration 
the fact which now appears, that contrary 
to our former supposition the real and sub- 
stantial title to the lands, in a great meas- 
ure has passed out of the religious orders 
and is vested in corporations which they 
cannot entirely control, a which hold the 
lands for the purpose of lawful gain and 
are alone competent to sell them. 

‘It may well be that the price which you 
will feel justified in offering for the lands 
will be acceptable. The whole matter may 
thus be disposed of by friendly agreement, 
in conformity to the ordinary methods pur- 
sued in business affairs. I believe that the 
pose wncerenenee which has been reached 

tween you and the ecclesiastical authori- 
ties in Rome cannot fail to do away with

what damage has been done, and in each 
case what reasons, if any, exist for deny- 
ing an obligation to pay rentals and dam- 
ages, and I shall hope that the conclusion 
thus reached will be satisfactory to the 
church. 

‘A similar treatment of all these subjects 
mentioned in your proposition may with 
equal readiness be followed. 

** While it is to be regretted that the au- 
thorities having control of the religious 
orders do not see their way to make a 
definite agreement for the withdrawal from 
Manila of the friars formerly in the par- 
ishes, yet it is hoped that pending the set- 
tlement of these various matters they will 
reach the conclusion that it is wise to do 
the same thing of their own motion and ir- 
respective of any agreement to that effect. 
However that may be, you should assure 
the authorities of the church that we shall 
at all times do all in our power to con- 
tinue the good understanding already 
reached and to agree upon such action as 
shall be for the benefit of all, and further 
assure them of our high appreciation of 
the courtesy and consideration with which 
the expression of your views and wishes 
has been received, 

“As preliminary to the treatment now 
proposed, it is desirable that the authorities 
of the church should arrange to forward 
to you as soon as practicable full and defi- 
nite lists (A) of the property which they 
are willing to sell, an of the precise rela- 
tions which they hold to the title of those 
properties. If their relation to the title is 
by ownership of the stock then the total 
stock of corporation, «amount of stock 
which they hold, and the officers of the 
corporation; (B) of the churches, convents, 
&c., which they claim to have been occu- 
pled by American troops, and for which 
rentals or damages are claimed, and with 
the details of the claim; (C) of the church

Secretary Root Going to Europe. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Secretary Root 
will sail for Europe on the 24th of the 
present month on La Savoie. He had con- 
templated sailing on Aug. 2, and had en- 
gaged passage for that date, but received 
an invitation from Gen. Horace Porter, 
United States Ambassador to France, to 
sail with him on the Savoie on the oarlier 
date, and has accepted. Secretary Root 
expects to return to the United States about 
the middle of August. 


SAYS, FRIARS ARE NOT HATED. 


Provincial of the Dominicans in the 
Philippines Taiks at Rome. 


ROME, July 17.—Father Santiago Paya, 
Provincial of the Dominicans in the Philip- 
pines, who is staying here, when informed 
of the result of Gov. Taft’S negotiations 
with the Vatican on the subject of the 
friars and their lands, expressed satisfac- 
tion at the acceptance of the first proposal 
of Cardinal Rampolla, the Papal Secretary 
of State, that the matter be discussed at 
Manila between an Apostolic Delegate and 
the Governor in Manila. When asked what 
was likely to be the outcome Father Paya 
replied: 

**It is more important to know what will 
be the outcome of the matters between the 
Americans and Filipinos. Although the 
war is almost over and the Filipinos now 
protest friendship for the Americans, they 
in reality diglike them just as they disliked 
the Spaniards. The Filipinos say they did 
not struggle against Spain to now calmly 
surrender their independence."’ 

Father Paya concluded by declaring that 
it was not true that the people were against 
the friars.

THE TAX ON CALL LOANS. 


Congressman Payne Explains How Its 
Remission Was Accomplished. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—Chairman 
Payne of the Ways and Means Committee, 
referring to-day to the suggestion that the 
remission of the call loan tax was accom- 
plished stealthily, and that the majority 
of the members of the House did not un- 

derstand the purport of. the act, said: 

“The whole matter is very simple. There 
Was no concealment. about it. The House 
on May 16 passed the bill providing for the 
refund of taxes paid upon legacies and be- 
quests for uses of a religious, charitable, 
or educational character. The Senate 
meagan the bill on June 17 with the follow- 
ng additional sectjon reported by the 
Finance Committee as an amendment: 

*** Section 4. That taxes which shall have 
accrued before the taking effect"of the act 
of April 12, 1902, entitled “‘an act to repeal 
war revenue taxation and for other pur- 
poses,’’ and since July 1, 1900, upon securi- 
ties delivered or trnsferred te secure the 
future payment of money, are hereby re- 
tmitted.”’ 

“The House conferrees agreed to the Sen- 
ate amendment because it was manifestly 
never the intention of the law to impose a 
tax upon collateral securities as well as 
upon the note which the collateral was 
given to secure. The conference report was 
adopted in the House on June 19, and I 
made a statement to the House at that 
time. I said: 

“*The third proposition added by the 
Senate is that taxes which shall have ac- 
crued before the taking effect of the act 
before the act of April 12, 1902, and since 
the act of July 1, 1900, upon securities de- 
livered or transferred to secure future pay- 
ments of money are hereby remitted, When 
the law was first enforced we did not ex- 
act any tax upon transfer of stock made 
as security for loans. We did not intend to 
tax a loan twice, once on the note, and 
again on the security, and this is simply 
to repeal that part of the tax, none of 
which has ever been collected, but about 
which litigation has been instituted. I 
move to concur.’ ”’ 


THE CASE OF GEN. BRAGG, 


State Department Hears from Minister 
Squiers in the Matter. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—The first of- 
ficial step has been taken in the case of 
Gen. Bragg, United States Consul-General 
at Havana, who recently, in a letter to 
his wife, alleged extracts of which were 
published, was made to appear as having 
made uncomplimentary references to the

The, State Department has heard from 
Mr. Squiers, the United States Minister to 
Cuba, on the subject, and has also heard 
indirectly from Gen. Bragg. It is under- 
stood that the General takes the ground 
that this is a purely personal matter and 
that he is not therefore open to officia] 


criticism; that he hada right to say any- 
thing he pleased in a personal letter to 
his wife, and no one had a right to ques- 
tion her respecting the publication. 


CONGRESSMAN PAYNE ON CUBA. 


Says Reciprocity Will Come Next Ses- 
sion, and Eventually Annexation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Representative 
Sereno E. Payne of New York, who passed 
through here to-day, said there was not a 
doubt in his mind that the Republicans 
would control the next House. *‘ Prosperity 
is so marked all through the country,” said 
Mr. Payne, “ that it is quite out of reason 
to expect a political overturning,” 

“How about Cuba?" was asked. 

“Something will be done for Cuba,"’ Mr. 
Payne replied. ‘‘ Congress at its next ses- 
sion will do what is necessary. I see the 
situation in Cuba is making good the,state- 
ments I made in the Republican Caucus 
when we were discussing the reciprocity 
measure. I told the beet sugar people that 
it wowld be for their interest to accept the 
proposition the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee presented. ‘The question,’ said I, ‘is 
whether you will yield 20 3 cent. of your 
protection or lose it all. If you don't grant 
the Cubans reciprocity you'll have to an- 
nex the island, snd there'll be free trade 
with Cuba.’ Things seem to be ae that 
way. There is a tendency toward an- 
nexation, and it eventually will come to 

ass."" 
_ But you think Congress in the next 
session will give the Cubans a reciprocity 
measure of some sort?" — 

“T have no doubt of it.” 

** Will it be through treaty or the passage 
of a bill?”’ 

Mr. Payne's answer was a smile. 


NMA IE BPS 


ON AMERICAN TRADE 


Senor de Ojeda Enthusiastic Over 
Proposed Reciprocity Treaty. | 


He Declares the War Only a Parenthe- 
sis and Expects a Vatican Set- 
tlement as to Philippine 
Friars Soon. 


Increased commercial intercourse  be- 
tween Spain and the United States is a 
subject in which Emillio de Ojeda, the new 
Spanish Minister to the United States, 
takes a great interest. Sefior de Ojeda, who 
is at the Hotel Lafayette, said last night: 

“The feeling in Spain for the United 
States is one of great cordiality. The re- 
cent war was only a parenthesis in our re- 
lations, and the cloud it caused will soon 
be spent. Even while it raged, the feeling 
in Spain against America could hardly be 
termed bitter. It was not a national war 
in the accepted term; there was not the 
intense national feeling that would have 
developed had the contest been with one 
of Spain's hereditary foes, or if the inva- 
sion of our country by the American forces 
had taken place. The war was in fact made 
necessary by dignity and brought to an 
issue conditions we had long regarded as 
inevitable. Therefore our people were, in 
a measure, prepared for the sacrifices we 
had to make and for the disasters that 
came. 

“Spanish sentiment is very strongly in 
favor of the proposed Spanish-American 
treaty of reciprocity. Having lost our 
colonies, Spaniards realize the importance 
of increasing commercial relations in order 
to adjust her affairs to new conditions. As 
to the details of such a treaty they are 
matters to be considered, on our side, by 
the Foreign Office in Madrid, and these 
will be conducted directly with the United 
States Government. Incidentally the views 
of the Chambers of Commerce in leading 
cities will be obtained. 

“But what is most needed as a prepara- 
tion for increased commercial intercourse 
is a better understanding and more general 
communication between the Americans and 
Spaniards. The people of neither country 
seem to know what they should of the 
other. But when they understand each 
other better commercial opportunities will 
follow. 

““ Marquis Comillas, who some point to as 
the Spanish J. Pierpont Morgan, has, in 
my opinion, hit upon a plan to create this 
better understanding. The Marquis is Pres- 
ident of the Transatlantic Steamship Com- 
pany, and his idea is to establish a syndi- 
cate to include Spanish bankers, railroad 
companies, hotel keepers, and others to en- 
courage Americans to visit Spain and to 
learn just what there is there. So strongly 
is this idea taking root that new hotels 
are projected in several of our large cittes. 

“The spirit of consolidation is develop- 
ing in Spain along very broad lines. We 
have made great progress of late in ship- 
building and have also given more atten- 
tion to sugar growing and planting. Having 
lost her colonies, Spain realizes the neces- 
sity of increasing her foreign trade. The 
matter has been taken up by the Govern- 
ment and the latter has opened an exposi- 
tion where articles of Spanish production 
that ought to find a foreign market are on 
exhibition with the ruling prices attached 
to them. This new institution ought to 
prove of great value and I believe that it 
will. Connected with it is a transportation 
bureau intended to show methods of pack- 
ing and shipment. 

“A strong illustration of the commercial 
progress made between my country and this 
is the recent establishment of the Lar- 
rinaga Line of direct service between New 
York and ports of the northern part of 
Spain. 

** Spain importing large amounts of 
tobacco, machinery, agricultural imple- 
ments, and the like from the United States, 
and there ought to be a good market there 
for wood pulp, stoves, and other products. 
I know that orders for American goods are | 
increasing. Many of the products sent from 
this country to Spain are reshipped, and 
for that reason many of them are regarded 
as the products of other countries. Our 
products that ought to find a large market 
here include olives, wines, iron and copper 
ore, fruits, hides. and other articles.” 

Asked his opinion concerning the pend- 
ing controversy between the United States 
and the Vatican relative to the friars in the 
Philippines, Sefior de Ojeda remarked: 

“I think an amicable adjustment will soon 
be reached. The Church of Rome has cer- 
tain inflexible principles, but Pope Leo is 
a pleasant gentleman and a statesman. He 
is too clever and your people are too clever 
to permit any trouble to grow out of it. I 
don't believe there is any cause for worry 
on that point.” 

Sefior de Ojeda will remain in the city 
until Monday, when he will go to Newport 
te spend the Summer. He presented his 
credentials to the State Department at 
Washington on Tuesday. 


PANAMA CANAL TREATY. 


Necessity of Correspondence with Bo- 


gota May Delay Its Signature. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—Mr. Cromwell, 
of counsel for the Panama Canal Company, 
had an interview with Secretary Hay to- 
day respecting the Isthmian Canal project. 
Mr. Cromwell will sail on Saturday for 
Paris, where he will be able to assist At- 
torney General Knox and Mr. Russell in 

the settlement of the title to the canal. 
Except for the general statement that 
the negotiations between the United States 
and Colombia are progressing satisfactor- 


ily, neither party to to-day’s conference 
had any statement to make as to what took 
place. It was admitteG, however, that the 
treaty between the United States and Co- 
lombia, giving right of way for the Pana- 
yma Canal, could hardly be signed within 
a month, the delay being explained by. the 
necessity of correspondence between Wash- 
ington and Bogota.

TELLER BELL FOUND GUILTY. 


His Counsel Criticises the Methods of 
the Riverside Bank as Not Tol- 
erated Elsewhere. 


Counsel summed up in the case of Harry 
G. Bell, receiving teller in the Riverside 
Bank, charged with the grand larceny of 
751.08, yesterday morning, and after de- 
liberating briefly the jury returned’a ver- 
dict of guilty. Bell was taken back to the 
Tombs and will be sentenced by Recorder 
Goff this morning. 

Edmund F. Driggs, counsel for the de- 
fendant, declared that Bell had used the 
money to cover up shortages in other ac- 
counts. ‘I will agree,’’ said he, ‘‘ with any 
mode of rebuke you or the Court may give 
him for his miserable and foolish system, 
but I can say that not one cent of the 
money ever went into the possession of 
Harry G. Bell." The laWyer criticized the 
methods of the bank, saying that it was 
run by a lot of foolish young men who 
would not be tolerated in any other bank. 


Assistant District Attorney Clarke ad- 
dressed the jury for twenty minutes, ridi- 
culing the contention of the defense that 
Bell was innocent of any wrong intent. He 
said: ‘lf this crime had not been discov- 
ered when it was, Bell would have been 
one of the greatest bank wreckers in his- 


tory.”’

NO BASEBALL IN BALTIMORE. 


St. Louis Team Was Not Opposed and 
Game Was Forfeited—Johnson 
Will Have Another Nine. 


, BALTIMORE, July 17.—The baseball 
game scheduled for to-day between St. 
Louis and Baltimore was forfeited to the 
former club. The St. Louis players took 
their positions on the diamond, and went 
through the formality of playing the game. 
Umpire Carruthers declared the game for- 
feited to the visitors after five minutes had 
elapsed. None of the Baltimore players 
appeared in uniform on the grounds. 
President Ban Johnson of the American 
League arrived here this morning, and has 
been in close consultation with the stock- 
holders of the Baltimore Baseball Club 
favorable to the American League, and 
State Senator Olin Bryan, who has been 
retained as their attorney. In reply to a 
request for a statement he said: “1 do 
not care to make a formal statement until 
matters have more fully developed. He 
did say informally, however, that Balti- 
more would have a first-class team to 
offset the attempt that has been made to 
wreck baseball here, He has been deluged 
with telegrams from American League club 
owners and managers offering twice as 
many players as Baltimore would need, 
and the Maryland Athletic Club, amateur 
champions of the State, offered a compiete 
line-up for as long a time as necessary. 
Mr. Johnson asserts that the schedule will 
be resumed to-morrow with a complete team 
of professionals, but to-day’s game going 
by default forfeits the franchise. Manager 
Loftus of Washington and Manager Mc- 
Aleer of St. Louis were with President 


Johnson all day, and Manager Clarke Grif- 
fith is on the way here. The National 
League interests held a meeting this morn- 
ing and arranged to put a team on the ficid 
this afternoon to block Mr. Johnson's plan 
of default, but nothing of this sort trans- 
pired.

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GOLFER TRAVIS BEATEN 


Put Out by Pittsburg Player in the 
Third Round. 


SEMI-FINAL CONTESTS TO-DAY 


Struggle for Amateur Golf Champion- 
ship Narrowed Down to Three East- 
ern and One Western Competitor. 


GLENVIEW GOLF COURSE, Golf, IIL, 
July 17.—E. M. Byers, Yale, '01, champion 
golfer of that university in 1900 and 1901, 
and a member of the Allegheny Country 
Club of Pittsburg, to-day defeated Cham- 
pion W. J. Travis of Garden City in the 
third round of the match for the amateur 
golf championship by the narrow margin of 
1 up. The match was not decided until 
the last hole had been reached, and the 
quality of the playing may be judged by 
the medal scores, Byers 77 and Travis 78, 
six and five under bogey, respectively. 

Byers won the game after apparently be- 
ing hopelessly beaten. He was three down 
at the ninth hole, with Travis playing per- 
fect golf, but he stuck to it like a bulldog, 
and on the last nine holes played a game 
which has seldom been exhibited even by 
veteran professionals. His medal score for 
the last nine holes was 35, or six strokes 
under bogey. Travis took his defeat like a 
true sportsman. “That score tells the 
story better than anything I can say,’ he 
said after the game. ‘‘The game Byers 
put up would have won from almost any 
professional in the country. It was un- 
beatable.”’ 

Byers played Chandler Egan of Exmoor 
in the afternoon and defeated him in a 
game ‘replete with brilliant plays. His 
medal score in the afternoon was 80, so 
that he played thirty-six holes in 157, and 
to-night his chances of winning in the 
semi-finals to-morrow and the finals Satur- 
day are considered of the brightest. Im- 
mense galleries followed both the morning 
game between Travis and Byers and the 
afternoon game between Byers and Chand- 
ler Egan. 

Travis took the first hole, 5 to 6, Byers 
missing a two-foot put for a half. The 
second and third were halved, Byers miss- 
ing another two-foot put at the third to 
win. Travis took the fourth, sixth, and 
eighth, and Byers the seventh, his magnifi- 
cent brassy shot landing him on the green. 
At the ninth hole Travis was 3 up with a 
medal score of 30, three under bogey. 

Byers won the tenth hole by 4 to 5, Travis 
making a poor brassy second. This en- 
couraged Byers, who halved the eleventh 
by 8 to 3 and with a beautiful 18-foot put 
won the twelfth by 3 to 4, cutting down 
Travis’s lead to one. This he overcame 
on the long “ bridge hole” by another long 
put. The fourteenth hole was halved in 
8, bogey figures, and the fifteenth in 5, 
Then Byers won the sixteenth in 4, and for 
the first time the young Pittsburger was 
in the lead. He holed a rather difficult put 
for a half at the seventeenth, and then he 
was dormie one. 

The immense gallery was as still as death 
as Byers drove for the home green. It was 
a screamer, the ball carrying fully 200 
yards, jumping the road, and landing well 
on the fair green. Travis’s drive was even 
better. Both approached well, Byers a 
little away, but his first put laid him dead. 
Travis tried for a three, missed by a nar- 
row margin, and the great gallery and 
throngs on the spacious clubhouse veranda 
enthusiastically cheered the flushed, smil- 
ing Pittsburger as he and Travis shook 
hands good naturedly. 

“I played my best when I struck my 


gait,’ said Byers later. ‘“‘I realized my 
opponent was a hard man to beat, but he 
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knows how to lose as well as how to win. 
Naturally, I am proud that I won.”

The market's opening was 
duil, with prices 1 point lower to 2 points higher, 
and in a leisurely way, on light general buying, 
worked higher after the call. The Liverpool 
market was about as expected as to spot cotton 
and the only feature of futures was the decline 
of % point in near months and %@1 point ad- 
vance in distant positions, said to result from 
undoing of straddles.

THE VATICAN AND THE FRIARS. 

It is well for the pretensions of the 
Papacy that the question of the friars in 
the Philippines is not a question of faith 
and morals, upon which the Pope has de- 
livered himself “ ex cathedra.” Because, 
if it were, his infallibility would at once 
be brought into question. The common 
sense of Europe is already arrayed 
against the Vatican upon this question. 
It is everywhere pointed out, and it is 
perfectly evident, that the United States 
has acted in the matter with the utmgst 
liberality. It was willing to pay far 
more for the lands than they 
Were commercially worth for the purpose 
of getting rid of the friars: and putting 
an end to a troublesome question which 
was bound to become more troublesome 
as time went on. For the Vatican to ac- 
cept the extravdgant offer and at the 
same thme to refuse to use its influence 
toward giving the main consideration in 
view of which we made it, is neither 
businesslike nor honorable, as_ those 
terms-are understood among men of this 








friars’ 


world. 

Of course it vill make no difference. 
The friars must go. The more enlight- 
ened among themselves know and ac- 
knowledge that to be the case. Not only 
will they and their pretensions and their 
possessions be a constant source of strife 
s0 long as they stay, but, as we have 
already pointed out, such is the hatred 
of the Filipinos for them that they can- 
not be kept in their places excepting by 
a continual intervention of the United 
States Army. To suppose that we shall 
consent to use our military force for the 
purpose of keeping in place and in power 
a body of men who are at once inveter- 
ately hostile to our control and hated 
by the native population is to make a 
very foolish supposition. 

It is a pity that we could not have 
come to a fair understanding with the 
Vatican on this matter. But the World 
is witness that it is not our fault. The 
closing of the negotiations at Rome was 
made necessary by the action of the 
Vatican. It was done against the coun- 
sel of those American priests and prel- 
ates of whom, one would have supposed, 
the Vatican would have taken the coun- 
_gel, in such a-matter, as the best and 
at the same time the friendliest ob- 
tainable. It is not the United States 
that will suffer by the transfer of the 
negotiations from Rome to Manila. Any 
apostolic representative on the spot will 
have to recognize the fairness of our 
contention. But it by no means follows 
that the very handsome offers we haye 
made, and that the Vatican has in effect 
refused, will be renewed or left open, 
Dow that.they can no longer gain their 
chief object of attaining a settlement 
with the friendly co-operation of- the 
Vatican. It is the friars that will suf- 
fer if we do business with them on 
strictly business principles.

THE WAY TO CANADIAN RECIPROC- 
ic ig Ga 

Mr. Joun CHARLTON is known ‘as an 
almost lifelong advocate of more liberal 
trade relations between Canada and the 
United States. He is a member of the 
joint high commission which has in its 
somewhat vague charge all the points of 
controversy between the two countries, 
but he is more intimately concerned with 
commerce. As to this he is at present in 
what may be called a defensive-aggres- 
give mood. That is to say, he is per- 
suaded that the way to make the United 
States relax its restrictions on trade from 
. Canada is to impose still greater restric- 
tions in Canada on trade from the er 
States. He explains his views succinctly 
and with much earnestness in an article 
in the current number of The Independ- 

’ ent. 

It is easy to understand the feeling 
that prompts that suggestion, but we do 
not think that it is likely that the sug- 
gestion would work. It would not ap- 
peal to the motives by which the Ameri- 
can protectionists are guided. They do 
not care very much for even such con- 
venient and potentially rich markets as 
those of Canada. They want the home 
market and the richness thereof. They 
are after the American consumer, and 
they are prepared to pluck him to the 
skin. They have not the sense to see 
that the country has outgrown pvotec- 
tion and that wide foreign markets can 
be secured not only without sacrificing 

home market, but with greater and 


more lasting profits at home and abroad. |. 


my 


They look on the high duties imposed 
by Canada on our manufactured _prod- 
ucts as an involuntary tribute to the 
excellence and beauty of protection. Pos- 
sibly if Canada ‘should ‘be willing to re- 
duce these duties, and thus open a wider 
market for our goods, the stronger man- 
ufacturers might support the policy of 
reciprocity in natural products. That 
method would at least promise better 
than the minatory process of holding du- 
ties high in hope to compel reduction on 
our side. 

There is, however, no prospect that 
either Canada or the United States will 
consent to lower duties on manufactured 
goods. The protectionists on either hand 
are too stubborn and too narrow. There 
is a better chance for reciprocity in nat- 
ural products, though the chance in that 
direction cannot be said to be great. It 
would undoubtedly lead to a rich ad- 
vance in the trade of both countries. 
They are curiously situated with refer- 
ence to such an arrangement. Practi- 
cally the producing portion of each is 
opposite to the portion of the other 
where the greatest demand exists. Mr. 


CHARLTON says: 


The removal of duties upon farm prod- 
ucts, which are levied in Canada upon most 
articles upon the list, would increase the 
already large imports from the United 
States to Canada, and the excess of farm 
exports from Canada to the United States 
would not be of material amount. The 
course of trade, if restrictions were re- 
moved, would be to give Washington and 
Oregon command of the farm product sup- 
ply for the vast region west of the Rocky 
fountains, including British Columbia and 
the Yukon. The Provinces of New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia, and Prince Edward Isl- 
and would buy their food supplies almost 
exclusively in the seaboard cities of the 
United, States, as return cargoes for the 
vessels that would bring from those prov- 
inces coal, lumber, pulp wood, &c. Quebec 
and Ontario would, as at present, buy enor- 
mous quantities of corn, and would largely 
increase their purchase of meat and other 
food products for their mining and lumber- 
ing operations. 


There is no gainsaying this statement, 
and we wish that we could think that it 
would have the effect it deserves. The 
chief obstacle to the negotiation of real 
reciprocity Wes in our extraordinary 
prosperity at the present time. That 
blinds us to the immense advantages 
which surely would follow. On the other 
hand, the steadily increasing need of 
great industrial interests in the United 
States for the lumber, wood pulp, pulp 
wood, and coal that.Canada can supply 
must sooner or later make itself felt.

THE RETIREMENT OF GEN. SMITH. 

Very rarely does a punishment fit a 
crime with such exactness as that which 
the President has visited upon Gen. 
JacoB H. Smitn for the use of intem- 
perate and violent language. It is a com- 
mon complaint that there is no way for 
the reviewing authority to make more 
severe the too lenient sentenceof a court- 
martial, and that “‘ esprit de corps " often 
vitiates the findings of courts-martial. 
That is undoubtedly true. But the Pres- 
idenf has luckily found a way in which 
to condemn and punish Gen. SmitH. The 
authority in him vested to retire arbi- 
trarily an officer who has reached the 
age of sixty-two is necessary to the good 
of the service. Cases of what may be 
called precocious senility can be rightly 
dealt with in no other way. While a 
man ought to be in full mental vigor 
even at the age of compulsory retirement 
in our service, the good of the service 
requires that he should be in full phys- 
ical vigor also. And the age limit is 
thus wisely set at the “grand climac- 
teric,” even though some men are still 
at that age physically capable of doing 
military duty. But when a man men- 
tally “‘ dodders ” it is not good nor decent 
that he should be put to the indignity 
of a formal investigation into his mental 
condition. The President can decently 
and considerately put him on the retired 
list without scandal. 

This power the President has wisely 
and justly exercised to punish Gen. 
Situ. It is not a light punishment. 
From one. point of view, it is the ad- 
ministration of the reprimand called for 
by the court-martial. From another it 
is a fine of the difference, for a year 
and a half, between the pay of an offi- 
cer on the active list and one on the 
retired list. From either it is serious, 
but not too serious. It is reported that 
officers, or some officers, think the 
President's action “ political.”” There is 
no -~oceasion for such an imputation. It 
is, in fact, a serious matter for an offi- 
cer of Gen. SmiTuH’s age and rank to use 
intemperate expressions which are after- 
ward alleged by his subordinates as a 
justificatior? for what, in an officer en- 
tirely responsible for what he was doing, 
would have been willful murder. ‘‘ Great- 
er is he who ruleth his spirit than he 
who taketh a city.” And loose and vio- 
lent language, in a man in Gen. SMITH's 
position, is an offense. He has not been 
punished too heavily. 

On the other hand, neither has he been 
punished too lightly. The relieving of 
EGAN from duty and -putting him on 
full pay till his compulsory retirement 
for an offense generically the same as 
Gen. SMITH’s was, in fact, farcical. But 
that cannot be said of the present Presi- 
dent’s action in the present case. The 
punishment is severe and exemplary. It 
wilt do good. And the President was 
fortunate in finding it-in his power to 
punish the offender without punishing 
him too much, and courageous and just 
to exercise that power. 


GAS MAINS AND PIPE GALLERIES. 

The letter of Mr. Francis C. Moore, 
which appeared in THE NEW YorK TIMES 
of vesterday, discussing the question of 
gas main leakag@and opposing the cre- 
ation of a pipe gaNery in connection with 
the extension of the rapid transit subway. 
down lower Broadway, is not quite in- 
telligible unless read in the light of an 
assumption of motives which one would 
hesitate to attribute to a gentleman so 
prominently and responsibly identified 
with the insurance interest. It is prob- 
ably more just, and certainly more cour- 
teous, to assume that Mr. Mogre is mis- 
taken as to his facts and wholly so ag tc 
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the conclusions which may properly be 
drawn from them. 

If gas mains tn a gallery, where they 
could be watched as necessary, repaired 
when defective, and guarded against the 
hundred causes of deterioration and dis- 
integration to which buried pipes are 
subjected, must of necessity leak as do 
the mains in the ground, the idea of a 
pipe gallery would be impracticable. The 
theory of the pipe gallery is that mains 
thus accommodated can be made tight 
and kept so, and that the attention they 
need can be given without expensive and 
obstructive street excavations and the 
destruction of pavements. It is true 
enough that gas does not take fire under- 
ground and explode or burn when un- 
able to mingle with air in the explosive 
or combustible proportions; but it needs 
a lively imagination to deduce from this 
fact the conclusion that the proper place 
for gas mains is underground, the proper 
thing to do to let them leak as now, and 
the limit of protection against the conse- 
quences to keep gas out of buildings by 
laying up cellar walls with cement mor- 
tar. 

The following sentences from Mr. 
Moore’s letter are suggestive: ‘‘ The so- 
lution of explosions in cellars is for each 
property owner to take cafe of his own 
and build according to the building law. 
As far as the loss of gas from leakage is 
concerned, it is a question rather for the 
gasscompanies than for the public, and 
not a serious question at that.’”’ ~Just so, 
Mr. VREELAND is quoted as saying some- 
thing to much the same effect, that the 
partial asphyxiation of passengers on the 
‘Thirty-fourth Street Railroad by the sul- 
phuric acid fumes of the storage batter- 
ies is a question between the company 
and the Health Department, with which 
the public has no concern. Unfortunate- 
ly for Mr. Moore's argument, the public 
has to pay for the leakage in several 
ways—in added cost per thousand of 
gas consumed for light and heat, in mill- 
ions of dollars worth of property an- 
nually destroyed by “‘ mysterious” fires, 
in much sickness, in the general preva- 
lence of anaemia among the badly 
housed, and in an increased death rate, 
especially among children, due to carbon 
monoxide poisoning. These are matters 
of some public concern.. To waive them 
aside as trivial or of interest only to 
the gas company is surprising in one 
who should know better, and who would 
doubtless resent an explanation of his 
attitude on the ground of ignorance. 
Existing conditions are, and have long 
been, intolerable. Pipe galleries for all 
mains ere and have long been impera- 
tive public necessities. To darken coun- 
sel by words without wisdom is to ren- 
der a public disservice. 


FIRE-PROOF WOOD AND THE BUILD- 
ING LAWS. 

The taxpayers’ suit against Superin- 
tendent Stewart of the Bureau of 
Buildings, resulting in an order to show 
cause why a peremptory writ of man- 
damus should not issue requiring him 
to enforce the provisions of the Building 
Code relative to the use of fire-proof 
wood ip buildings twelve stories or 150 
feet in height bringg to a focus a con- 
troversy which has been unpleasantly 
acute for some weeks. It will clear the 
atmosphere and give the public a better 
idea than it can gain in any other way 
of the thoroughness with which the pres- 
ént administration of the bureau has ad- 
ministered the law, the narrow limits 
within which even reasonable official dis- 
cretion has been exercised, and .the dif- 
ficulties which have existed in the way 
of establishing standards of fire resist- 
ance and incombusgtibility in wood. | Mr. 
STEWART is not a patient man, and has 
no use for the meekness of spirit which 
prompts the turning of the second cheek 
to a blow delivered on the one first 
within reach. The hearing promises to 
be interesting, and as the result it is 
likely to appear that the efforts of the 
bureau to establish and maintain stand- 
ards of treatment for wood have been 
uncomfortably progressive and thorough. 
In the case of the three buildings named 
in the complaint, the facts are of record 
and their proclamation will be enlight- 
ening. 

Meanwhile the Beard of Aldermen has 
taken a hand in the game and is debat- 
ing an amendment to Section 105 of the 
Building Code, (now providing that all 
buildings over 150 feet jn height must 
have the frames of doors and windows 
of fire-proof wood, if wood is used,) 


which will recast it as follows: 


All exterior surface of window frames and 
sash shall be of metal or of wood covered 
with metal. The interior surface of window 
frames and sash, doors, and trim, when the 
exposed surface of the same exceeds 20 per 
cent. of the exposed surface of any floor, 
must be of metal or of wood covered with 


metal. 
The attitude of the Superintendent of 


Buildings toward this question is indi- 
cated by the fact that he unconditionally 
epposes any retrograde movement in the 
matter of fire-proof construction, and 
offers the following as a substitute for 


the proposed amendment: 


In Section’ 105, after the words, “‘ when 
the height of a fire-proof building exceeds 
twelve stories, or more than 150 feet, the 
floor surfaces shall be of stone, cement,. 
rock, asphalt, tiling, or other similar incom- 
bustible material,’’ omit the balance of the 
sentence. Also after the words, “ the inside 
window frames and sash, doors, trim, and 
other interior finish may be of wood coy- 
ered with metal,’ omit the balance of the 
sentence and substitute therefor the words, 
‘or of stone, cement, tiling, or simNar in- 
combustible material.” 


Those who know the law as it stands 
and for whom the subject has interest 
will recognize that this provides for the 
longest step yet taken fn the direction of 
a strictly fire-proof construction. This 
should be the attitude of the Bureau of 
Buildings, and we are glad to note that 


it is. 


THE ALLIGATOR IN AN ALLEGORY. 

That life is hard for the virtuous and 
Fate no respecter of those who splash 
loudest in the political fishpond was 
shown again of late by the squirming of 
a famous show piece in the Zoo, who, 


though loudly bidden to the banquet, 
sulked apart during feeding time and has 
now determined to form a class by him- 
self. 

What time the alligator had made 
himself to his self-satisfaction the boss 
of the pond by roaring like an agricult- 
ural editor in the dog days and by gap- 
ing with jaws so wide that the empti- 
ness of his all-within lay revealed 
* © * what time by tricks of the com-. 
moner kind he had attracted to himself 
the attention of all the other fly-gobblers 
in the lake who took the foam lashed up 
in the moonlight for solid silver * *. * 
then and just then—it is the way of un- 
kind Fate—a large and able-bodied 
Crocodilus Americanus. must needs slide 
in from the hermitage where he had 
been basking for years in philosophic 
calm. With the ease of a statesman he 
proceeded to run the caucus, fly-gob- 
blers and all, while master alligator, 
furious at such unexpected signs of vital- 
ity in a back number, proceeded on this 
part to go away back, barking hoarsely, 
and sit down. j 

The allegation of the alligator that 
the crocodile is not playing fair is re- 
ceived with emotions by all who enjoy a 
joke; also with a certain pleasure to 
find that at least one statement from 
the Hoarse and Tearful One is of com- 
edy all compact. The statement that 
crocodiles and alligators are not exactly 
in the same class will be rapturoysly ap- 
plauded for its self-evident truth. What 
is it to the crocodile that the alligator 
has spent his term of boss-ship in puf- 
fing himself up and snorting? When it 
comes to a trial of strength your croco- 
dile has the brains, the bulk, the agility; 
and the trial had to come because the 
alligator was foolish. A mip from the 
jaws of the real leader and the light- 
weight retires squealing, squirming, and 
reviling his betters into his small pud- 
dle in Nebraska. 

Truly there are some alleged states- 
men who, as “ The Rivals” puts it, are 
“ headstrong as an allegory on the banks 
of the Nile.” 


The Mayor appears to be something of 
an optimist. He expresses the hope and 
belief that by September Ist a plan to re- 
lieve the congestion at the New York end 
of the Brooklyn Bridge will have been 
prepared, and when that is done some 
idea may be had of about how sooy the 
needed relief ma¥ be promised. But why 
September Ist? Between now and then 
Commissioner LINDENTHAL has time to 
prepare, advocate, and abandon half a 
dozen plans, all different, and for an en- 
gineer of his energy and versatility to 
hold himself in official restraint for six 
‘weeks will be difficult, not to say impos- 
sible. The optimism of the Mayor con- 
sists in assuming that by giving six 
weeks for reflection we shall be any 
nearer a practical solution of the prob- 
lems with which we are confronted than 
we now are. Experience suggests a 
doubt on this point. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—In barring automobiles from the 
grounds of the Meadow Club, and even 
going so far as to request the managers 
of the Long Island Railway to banish the 
machines from the vicinity of the South- 
ampton station, the Summer residents of 
that town so favored” by wealth and leisure 
have revealed that the antagonism to auto- 
mobiles is not confined to those who can- 
not afford to buy them. Hitherto the va- 
rious expressions of dislike for the new 
vehicles, apart from their misuse, have 
come from people either comparatively or 
absolutely poor, and usually included man- 
ifestations of resentment against the aris- 
tocracy ~of wealth whose members settle 
fines with the nonchalance of paying a car 
fare. The friends and foes of the automo- 
bile, therefore, seemed to be divided on the 
money line, and the quarrel was a particu- 
larly unpleasant-one on that account. At 
Southampton, however, the separation is 
in the very class that can and does buy 
these expensive implements of locomotion. 
On one side are the men who like and use 
the machines—some of them with reckless 
disregard for the rights of others—and 
arrayed against them are those who as a 
matter of taste prefer to spend their abun- 
dant money for old-fashioned carriages and 
hcrses to draw the same—a form of amuse- 
ment that can be made of quite sufficient 
cost if one gives one’s mind to it. The 
action of the Meadow Club recalls that 
more than a year ago the Meadow Brook 
Club did the same thing, but that was a 
little different, because, while the members 
of the two organizations have much in 
common, the Meadow Brook people have a 
special devotion for the horse, and their 
animals are of a kind that cannot reason- 
ably be expected to accustom themselves 
to mechanical monsters mysteriously 
moved. The Meadow Club horses have no 
particular right to be nervous, and should 
learn to take the sights of the common 
road as they come. As for the exclusion 
of automobiles from the grounds of the 
Southampton railway station, that is hard- 
ly practicable, and the demand for it was 
an obvious mistake. 


—By reporting that he found Ireland 
“surprisingly prosperous,’’ Mr. JoHN D. 
CRIMMINS seems to have caused indigna- 
tion curiously bitter and persistent. With- 
out expressing, or even hinting, any opin- 
ion as to the-motives which: have inspired 
several people to send us vehement letters 
on the subject, we can still, and safely, we 
hope, venture the opinion that attacks 
upon the credibility of stories about the 
well-being of any country, when the 
stories.are brought by a man commonly 
admitted.to be both veracious and saga- 
cious, are explicable only on the theory 
that they are made by those who in one 
way or another have profited by the past 
misfortunes of that country and would find 
their occupation gone if it escaped from its 
trgubles. We note with interest—and some 
a sement—that Mr. CrimmMins is criti- 
cised on the assumption that he looked 
only at carefully selected parts of the Irish 
landscape. This, he is told, was very 
wrong; what he should have done was tS 
look at—well, at other carefully selected 
parts, at the parts chosen by those who 
fjnd fault with him! That is certainly 
funny, though it is certainly true that, in 
Ireland or any other region of equal ex- 
tent, the traveler who searches for cruel 

verty and discord between those who 
have and those who have not \is sure to 
find them. For instance, a foreigner who 
confined his study of the United States 
just now to the anthracite coal fields would 
go back to Europe with most lugubrious 
tales as to the condition of American in- 
dustry and commerce, and yet, on the 
whole, yye are getting along in a fairly 


satisfactory fashion. Our correspondents 
and others who are charging Mr. CRIM- 
Mins with calling a part of Ireland—and 
the wrong part—the whole of it, talk as 
though he were a man unacquainted with 
the realities of life, a representative of 
the idle classes, and without either inter- 
est or information in regard to the part of 
humanity that works for a living. Only 
such a man could be deceived as Mr. CrIM- 
MINS is said to have been deceived during 
his tour of Ireland, ,and certainly he is 
not such a man. 


—A “ coronation honor” about which 
little or nothing has been said was the 
award of a Companionship of the Bath to 
Major Rotanp Ross. Assuming that this 
was in recognition of Major Ross’s dis- 
covery that a parasite of the anopheles 
mosquito is the cause of malaria in man, 
the reward is a meagre one, especially 
when compared with those which went, to 
soldiers and politicians whose services to 
humanity are infinitesimal beside those of 
this able and industrious surgeon. To find 
the relation between mosquitos and malaria 
was to confer benefits absolutely immeas- 
urable—it amounted to a doubling of the 
earth's safely habitable area, to a marked 
decrease in the general death rate, and to 
an enormous diminution for succeeding 
ages of the aggregate of human sufferirg. 
Of course Major Ross has had many fellow- 
workers, including scientists in many lands, 
but he opened the field of investigation, 
and he has labored at least as successfully 
as any of the others in the practical cam- 
paign ag@inst the insect once regarded 
merely as a sorry joke, but now recognized 
as the bearer of certainly two, and prob- 
ably several more, terrible diseases. To 
equip a man like this with a title remi- 
niscent of servile tasks once deemed hon- 
orable when performed for royalty is for- 
tunately amusing as well as absurd. Other- 
wise it would be outrageous. The matter, 
however, is not one to be considered se- 
riously. Major Ross’s_real reward is the 
frequent coming nowadays of news like 
that from Dar-es-Salaam, German East 
Africa, where anti-malarial measures sug- 
gested by him and begun in 1901 have al- 
ready produced marked effects and promise 
within five years, as the British Consul 
there reports, ‘“‘to change the town from a 
plague spot to a sanitorium.”’ 

—-Mr. Harry Tracy's press agent is 
still kept busy publishing the outlawis 
plans. The able ruffian—Mr. Tracy, not 
his press agent—is showing that Americans 
have up-to-date methods in villainy as well 
as’ in the making of shoes or the packing 
of pork. In old Italy, MussILino, “‘ the gen- 
tleman bandit,’’ who for two years kept the 
authorities guessing and then surrendered 
himself on the terms of an ultimatum sent 
by him to the King, was considered clever 
in making away with thirteen or more of 
the score of men upon whom he had sworn 
vengeance while keeping himself as invis- 
ible as if he-were a magic cap. But that 
method would not do for an American. 
MUSSILINO was a man of breeding and edu- 
cation, who was able to enjoy in privacy 
the accomplishments of a thoroughly suc- 
cessful career, whereas, Mr. Tracy, should 
he not run his story in serial form, might 
accidentally get killed before he enjoyed the 
glory of publishing his complete work. Just 
how the Deputy Sheriffs keep the proper 

istance behind in the chase is hard to un- 
derstand, for the members of the posses 
are of the States whose men are supposed 
to dare even more than they can do. Mr. 

TRACY now announces that his friends in 
Tacoma may expect him soon. Perhaps he 
intends to give a lecture there. Why not 
issue an invitation for him to make a lect- 
ure tour through New York? As the posses 
approach he might sometimes have to 
omit his perorations, but the halls would 
be filled even before he began, and his man- 
agers could make lots of money with which’ 
they could start a fund for the widows of 
Deputy Sheriffs killed in. the chase. This 
would meet with Mr. Tracy's approval, for 
he, on one occasion, expressed regret to a. 
farmer’s wife for having to gag her hus- 
band.

THE PRESIDENT’S 
VACATION VISITORS 


Arrivals That. Cause Excitement 
Among the Villagers. 


Col. Hawley Obliged to Hire a Special 
Train—Judge Weaver’s Call—Mayor 
Low’s Visit—Senator Platt and 

Gov. Odell Expected. 


Special to The New York Times. 


OYSTER BAY, July 17.—It was evident’ 


early to the villagers here that the events 
of the railroad were to be as extraordinary 
to-day as they were yesterday. The 12.20 P. 
M..train had just discharged its passengers 
and Ethel Roosevelt had driven away to- 
ward Sagamore Hill, having failed to find 
among the passengers a man who was to 
have been the guest of the President at 
luncheoga, when a locomotive approached, 
dragging one car at high speed. It was a 
special, bearing one passenger. Such a 
thing had never happened before in Oyster 
Bay, and there was intense excitement. It 
was learned later from the engineer that 
his special had run many miles-at a speed 
of more than a mile a minute, and that 
records for the trip had been broken. The 
telephone bells of Oyster Bay were dis- 
turbed violently. From the towns through 
which the train whizzed without slacken- 
ing speed there were calls, asking what 
had happened at Sagamore House to cause 
such haste to get there. As. information 
was scarce, there will he many to wonder 
until they receive their morning newspa- 
pers. 

Col. R. B. Hawley, ex-Congressman and 
member from Texas of the National Re- 
publican Committee, jumped from the train 
when it came into the station. He hailed 
the nearest hackman. Mr. Hawley has 
achieved wealth in the Texas,oil fields and 
money is a small consideration to him. The 
hack driver hemmed and hawed; he wanted 
plenty of money. Mr. Hawley was in a 
hurry, and evfdently he was willing to pay 
any price for quick service. It meant much 
to the Texan to not disappoint the Presi- 
dent, who had invited him to luncheon. 
Having, missed the ferry to catch the regu- 
lar train he had paid the Long Island Rail- 
road $100 for the special train, and he was 
not going to haggle with the hackman. He 
gave him enough to pay for the horse and 
then went slowly toward Sagamore House. 
He arrived there just in time for the lunch- 
eon. The other guests were R. H. Post, 
State Senator from the Bayport district, 
and Caspar Whitney, who has hunted, hun- 
geréd, and feasted on venison with the 
President in the wildness of the West. 

Others who visited the President were 
Col. Theodore A. Bingham, who has charge 
of the reconstruction of the White House, 
and William D. Bynum, who is codifying 
the laws of the District of Columbia. 

Judge Walter L. Weaver of Springfield, 
Ohio, called on the President this evening 
in relation to the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
citizenship court. He is the second of the 
three Judges to pass on the right to citi- 
zenship of thousands of Indians. Judge 
Weaver will meet in Washington Judge 
Spencer B. Adams of North Carolina and 
Judge Foote of California. 

The semi-official announcement was made 
this afternoon that the President expects a 
visit soon from Senator Platt and Gov. Odell 
on July 30. 

Seven men who fought in the Boer Army 
called on the President in the afternogn. 


They had a short chat and then rode to 
the home of William and Gerard Beekman, 
whose guests they are. 

Mayor Low will come in his yacht Sur- 
prise to Oyster Bay on Saturday, and lunch 
with President Roosevelt. He will leave 
for Rye in the afternoon. 

The President and Mrs. Roosevelt took 
a long ride on horseback this afternoon. 
That they ran into a heavy thunder shower 
caused them no distress. They do not mind 
the weather. 

The President’s coming to this peaceful 
village, surrounded with many homes of 
the Summer residents, has upset the lives 
or the Long Islanders -so tHat neighbor 
greets neighbor, not with his usual lazy 
**Good morning,’ but with a question of 
what may be the latest. There are unusual 
happenings, and no one knows what is to 
come to pass. The dogs in the town have 
taken to new ways. They used to fight 
occasionally; now they are at it on the 
slightest provocation. 

There was a fierce fight near the Post 
Office this morning just before Archie 
Roosevelt, .cn his calico pony, came to 
town. He is not afraid of the photograph- 
er. His younger sister and brother scamper 
away at the sight of a camera or hide in 
the tall grass. 

“What's the use?" Archie said yester- 
day to cne of his friends of the Secret 
Service. ‘‘They are bound to get you 
some time, and then the pony is pretty, 
even if I'm not, end they always want to 
catch me or the pony.” 

A group of excursionists, each with a 
camera, stopped the youngster before he 
reached the Post Office. He let them take 
his picture with his Rough Rider's hat on 
his head, and then he rode on toward the 
place where a crowd had gathered and 
trom which the sound of battle camé. 

The evening was enlivened by the news 
that. the President's coachman, Julius 
Walker, was the leader of the cakewalk 
held at Laureltoryy Park. Many left for 
the park to witness the performance. Ata 
late hour it had not been decided who had 
won the cake. A couple, said to be pro- 
fessionals, claimed.the prize, saying that 
the committee proposed to award it to the 
coachman and his partner because he had 
the honor of driving for the President of 
the United States and his family. The 
latest report from the park was to the 
effect that the probabilities were that the 
coachman would win. 

CircuJars are being circulated through- 
out Long Island and Brooklyn announcing 
an excursion here on Aug. 28 ‘‘to meet 
the President of the United States.’’ As 
no delegations are received here and the 
President is to be in New England on the 
date named, there will be many disap- 
pointed persons unless the excursion is 
abandoned. The enterprise is under the 
charge of a Brooklyn Baptist church, ac- 
cording to the circulars. 

At a gathering of citizens here this morn- 
ing plans were formulated to call a mass 
meeting to-protest to the local authorities 
because no flag has flown on the town flag- 
pole during the stay of the President. Res- 
olutions are to be adopted calling attention 
to the fact that the pole was erected at 
great expense to the taxpayers, and that if 
it is good for anything at all it is good 
enough to wear the Stars and Stripes when 
the Chief Magistrate of the United States is 
at Oyster Bay. 


CONFERENCE ON JUDGESHIP. 


Suggested Object of the Visit of Senator 
Platt and Gov. Odell to the 
President’s Home. 


Senator Platt and Gov. Odell will visit 
Oyster Bay on July 30 for a conference 
with President Roosevelt. In political circles 
it is said the object af their mission is to 
settle, if possible, the selection of a suc- 
cessor to Judge Alfred C. Coxe of Utica, 
who has been named for the new United 
States Circuit Court Judgeship. The Presi- 
dent’s first choice for the place is Attor- 
ney General John C. Davies, whose home 
is in Oneida County. 

Secretary R. L. Fox of the Republican 
State Committee said last night: 

“ Mr. Davies is seeking the nomination for 
Justice of the State Supreme Court, to suc- 
ceed Milton H. Merwin of Utica. There 
are several candidates for the place, and it 
is possible that Mr. Davies may not be 
nominated.

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AN ENGLISH VIEW 
OF AMERICAN SCHOOLS 


‘M. E. Sadler of British Education 
Department Talks at Columbia. 


He Tells Summer Students His Impres- 
sions as to the Basic Principles of 
the System in the United States. 


Michael Ernest Sadler, Director of Special 
Inguiries and Reports in the British Educa- 
tion Department, lectured yesterday after- 
noon before the Summer School of Colum- 
bia University in Havemeyer Hall. Prof. 
Sadler has been in the United States for 
some months investigating the methods of 
the leading educational institutions of the 
country. On a former visit he received the 
degree of Doctor of Laws from Columbia. 
His lecture yesterday afternoon set forth 
in a general way the ideas which he has 
formed of the American educational system 
and the contrast which it bears to the Eng- 
lish system. 

Dr. Sadler was 
Butler ‘*‘as a worthy 
field of education of our 
moral kinsfolk.”’ 
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England had yery different conceptions on 
the question But Na- 
tional necessities brought about a 
cation And produced your great 
school system. In England we 
yet succeeded in building up one common 
fabric of public schools, supported by all, 
beloved by all. Two attempts this 
have been made. The first attempt was 
made by a distinguished group of the 
Church of England, and the second by Rob- 
ert Owen. Both failed, partly through the 
perversity of narrow-minded partisans and 
partly through the disinclination of good 
men on both of the controversy to 
surrender what they considered to be es- 
sential principles. And so it is that the 
System of education in the United States 
and that in England present some strong 
points of difference. 

“When your forefathers came over to 
this country they brought with them many 
,of the educational and religious ideas which 
were in vogue in the mother country, but 
they also left many behind. And some of 
those which they brought over were found 
not to be adaptable to American life. For 
instance, in the early laws of Harvard Uni- 
versity it was laid down that ‘ every schol- 
ar must make and speak true Latin.’ The 
American climate was fatal to this. And 
the decline in the importance attached to a 
thorough knowledge of the classics, while 
probably less marked in England than in 
the United States, ha ‘een notable. 

“In the United States you have been 
confronted with the problem of fusing into 
one nation divers races which pour into the 
fecountry in an unceasing stream. Your 
public schools have been one of the chief 
means of assimilating these various ele- 
ments. To that fact perhaps more than 
any other may be due the affectionate and 
patriotic regard in which your public 
“schools are held. 

“Twenty years of education on modern 
lines has given this country a great num- 
ber of keen-witted, hard-working, self-con- 
trolled young men and women. The num- 
ber of such young men and women is far 

eater with you than with us. In the 

Jnited States the young man may be said 
to be having his innings. , 

“ But your schools alone are not responsi- 
ble for your fine army of young men. I do 
not refer to your young women in the mat- 
ter of education, because in England we 
are not quite certain what we-are educating 
the young women for. What has produced 
your splendid army of young men as much, 
if not more, than your schools is the great 
field of opportunity which is spread out be- 
fore your youth. Every American boy feels 
that, if he only equips himself, he is cer- 
tain to find his opportunity. How different 
it is with us! The English boy is all the 
time wondering where it will be possible 
for him to secure an opening for his tal- 
ents. It is this limited horizon of oppor- 
tunity which is the cause of the present ed- 
ucational hesitancy in England. 

“The sense of opportunity is character- 
istic of American life. It manifests itself 
even in your colleges. Your boys and girls 
have much more choice in their studies 
than do the boys and girls of England. 
They take up such studies as they think 
will best fit them for the line of work 
which they intend to pursue. Another thing 
I notice is that they are much more crit- 
fecal of their teachers than English boys 
and girls are generally encouraged to be. 

“We in England have a complex past and 
a complex empire. You must expect us to 
be slow. England, however, is not lethargic 
in the matter of education. She is pro- 
foundly moved by the currents of the pres- 
ent. gut it would be wrong for us to bre ak 
violently with the traditions of our past. 
While moving cautiously ourselves, we 
admire the superb sweep of your education- 
al advance.”

Pittsburg Political Parties in a ‘Wran- 
gle Over the Matter—Appointment 
of Committees Question.

PITTSBURG, July 17.—Andrew Carnegie 
has given the City of Pittsburg a poly- 
technic school to cost $2,000,000, and prom- 
ises to make it worth $5,000,000 if the city 
provides a site that is large enough for the 
purpose. The city is now wrangling over 
the site It has gotten into politics, the 
citizens’ party wanting a fifty-two-acre 
tract for the site, and the old Republican 
machine demanding an eleven-acre tract 
for the site. The city has enough money to 
buy the latter site, but to buy the larger 
one would necessitate an issuance of bonds 
for a million dollars, and both sides are 
unwilling to submit an issue of bonds to 
the people, for they know that the people 
will not vote more bonds, having voted five 
million two years ago. 

Meanwhile the prominent men jn business 
and social circles are insisting that some 
action be taken for fear that Mr. Carnegie 
will withdraw his offer. The matter is al- 
most at a deadlock. 

A puzzling question has come to the sur- 
in the appointment of the Joint Com- 
mittee of Councils to confer with the Trust- 
ees of the Carnegie Institute with reference 
to securing a site for the school. 

The intention of the Chairmen of the 
two bodies of Councils was to appoint none

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GERMANY’S NEW MEAT LAW. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Consul General 
Mason, at Berlin, has forwarded to the 
Department of Agriculture a report on the 
new German regulations for meat inspec- 
tion which gives some details of that 
widely-discussed law not heretofore pub- 
lished. Some idea of the minuteness of de- 


tail with which the new regulations have 
been framed will be gathered from the 
paragraph dealing with the importation of 
fresh meats. 
Fresh meats 





can only be imported in 
whole carcasses. Carcasses of cattle and 
hogs, but not of calves, may be split in 
half, but the halves are to be left together 
and accompanied in all cases by the head, 
lungs, heart, and kidneys. Cow beef must 
have the udder attached and carcasses of 
pork must include the tongue. Excepting 
hams, bacon, and intestines, no piece of 
pickled, smoked, or otherwise preserved 
meat weighing less than 4 kilograms (8.8 
pounds avoirdupois) may be imported into 
Germany. 

When to all this is added the prohibition 
of meats preserved with borax or boracic 
acid, or with any of several other anti- 
septic salts which have hitherto been more 
or less extensively used as meat preserva- 
tives, it will be evident, says Mr. Mason, 
that the net effect of the new system will 
be to more or less diminish the supply and 
increase the cost of meats for consumption 
in Germany. 

When it is remembered that cattle and 
most meats are exceptionally scarce and 
costly in the United States, and that other 
countries are ready to absorb most of 
whatever surplus American packers may 
have for export, it may be expected that the 
hitherto flourishing and important meat 
export trade of the United States with 
Germany will show during the coming fis- 
cal year a serious and general decline, 


EMPIRE QUICKSILVER SUIT. 


Anderson T. Herd would not say any- 
thing yesterday in regard to the suit filed 
in the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia by Mrs. Laura Merriam, wife of 
the Director of the Census, in which suit 
he was made the defendant, and in which 
Mrs. Merriam asked the Court to appoint 
a receiver to take possession of certain 
collateral securities and stocks and to bring 
suit upon several notes held by her as col- 
lateral security for a claim in her favor 
against Mr. Herd, 

According to the story from Washington, 


Mrs. Merriam became owner of certain 
stock in the Empire Consolidated Quick- 
silver Mining Company, which stock, it is 
alleged, Mr. Merriam sold to Mr. Herd, Mr. 
Herd giving his note for $9,000, payable 
April 19. Certain other securities held by 
Mr. Herd, viz., 1,000 shares of the Empire 
Consolidated Quicksilver Mining Company, 
with the dividends due thereon; a note of 
Stilson Hutchins for $3,800, and two of 
$2,500 each of M. C. Butler's, which Sere 
secured by 500 shares of the mining com- 
pany, were given by Mr. Herd as collateral 
security. 

Mr. Marshall of Guggenheimer, Unter- 
myer & Marshall, speaking for Mr. Herd, 
said yesterday: 

“Mr. Herd has nothing to do with the 
Empire Consolida.ed Quicksilver Mining 
Company. He merely acted as the agent 
of Dowe & Beekman in selling the stock, as 
ail the stock he sold was for them and on 
their authority. He made no representa- 
tions to people except what was contained 
in the prospectus of the company, with 
which he had nothing to do and which he 
assumed was in every respect true and cor- 
rect. So far as Mr. Herd knows he has no 
reason to doubt the accuracy of the state- 
ments in the prospectus, 

“All the information he had was from 
official sources. At no time did he make 
any statements purporting to be of his own 
knowledge, but merely presented the of- 
ficial statements referred to. 

‘* When the Merriam stock was sold, it 
was with the understanding that the return 
of the money might be demanded within 
ninety days. When the demand was made, 
Dowe & Beekman delivered the notes re- 
ferred to in this morning’s paper, with col- 
lateral security attached. 

‘We know of no reason why this suit 
was commenced, for we believe that the 
notes are good and that Mr. Merriam can 
realize on them and reimburse himself for 
the purchase price of the stock.” 

Asked who was responsible, in the event 
the suit filed against Mr. Herd was merit- 
orious, Mr. Marshall replied thatthe per- 
sons responsible in that case would be 
Dowe & Beekman, for whom and on whose 
authority Mr. Herd sold the stock. 

Dowe & Beekman dissolved partnership 
a short time ago, and neither could 
found yesterday. Mr. Dowe has an office 
at 149 Broadway, where it was said that 
he was out of town. 

One of the recently elected Directors of 
the Empire Consolidated Quicksilver Min- 
ing Company, J. C. Thomson, said that the 
suit of Mrs. Merriam against A. T. Herd 
in no wise involved the company itself. 

“That,” he said, “‘is a matter which 
concerns Mr. Herd, and not the Empire 
Company directly. Mr. Herd, as far as I 
know, was never officially connected with 
the company—certainly he is not so now.”

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Over a million shares—over 1,100,000— 
were traded in on the New York Stock 
Exchange yesterday. Not merely in vol- 
ume was it a market satisfactory; all 
the disclosed elements were healthful. 
For the first time in a year the stocks 
of relatively low price were actively 
strong. The “deal” in Chicago and Al- 
ton seems to have stirred the cheaper 
issues generally into briskness; and the 
Street is full of entertaining tales of bet- 
terment plans in prospect, progressing, 
close to realization. Of course many of 
these representations are off-hand in- 
ventions, purveyed by manipulators bent 
on making quick market turns; but many 
more are very different—based on com- 
prehensive consolidation projects that 
have long been nurtured by important 
banking interests. The activity and 
buoyancy of Nickel Plate and other Van- 
derbilt Junior stocks illustrate this. 


One . significant feature of current 
market development springs from the 
position taken by financiers of conse- 
quence—such men as are capable of lead- 
ership, and without whose co-operation 
market improvement can ‘hardly be 
counted upon as probable. Without an 
important exception such interests are 
outspokenly bullish; more than that, 
they are actively bullish. They are not 
merely confident enough to talk hope- 
fully; they are confident enough to act 
on the buying side. Of incidental con- 
sequence is the fact that such men are in 
co-operation. There are no fighting fac- 
tions in Wall Street’s higher circles 
now. Even the sordid, scheming, under- 
mining Standard Oil policy seems to 
have changed—taken on an actual tinge 
of humanity. And in illustration of that 
the Amalgamated Copper Trust has de- 
clared another dividend. 


In some quarters there is watchfulness 
if not nervousness oyer the attitude of 
apparent antagonism between George J. 
Gould and President Cassatt of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. The Western 
Union Telegraph is ordered off Pennsyl- 
vania lines, and Pennsylvania Direct- 
ors resign from corporations where hith- 
erto they have been in cordial relation 
with Mr. Gould and his confréres, whose 
offending seems to be in their programme 
for extending Wabash via Pittsburg to 
the seaboard, so invading Pennsylvania 
territory. Professional pessimists see 
occasion for gruesome forecasts in this 
situation. They are accepting a lot of 
superficial tokens as grave. Capital now- 
adays isn’t indulging in fisticuffs. It 
may bluff, and threats may be servica- 
ble. But actual war is out of fashion, 
Finally, out of all the Wabash flurry 
will come compromise, agreement, prof- 
it, closer affiliation than ever—not im- 
probably, even, a grand consolidation of 
all the American telegraph and cable 
companies. Finance is not always de-

COPPER DIVIDEND UNCHANGED. 


The Directors of the Amalgamated Cop- 
per Company met yesterday afternoon at 
the company’s offices and declared a divi- 
deni of one-half of 1 per cent.—the same 
rate as was declared last quarter. The divi- 
dend is payable Aig. 25, books closing July 
24. 

Beyond the mere announcement of the 
dividend action, which had been generally 
expected, no further statement was made. 

That the trade situation is improving is 
the view of so recognized an authority as 
John Stanton, who was quoted yesterday 
to this effect: 

If you will tell me what is to be the outcome 
of this coal strike, then I will tell you some- 
thing about the future of the market for re- 
fined copper. If the bituminous miners vote 
to strike, the outlook for a heavy demand for 
copper is by no means bright, but if the strike 
is brought to an end in the near future, the 
present uncertainty will be eliminated, and buy- 
ers will not hesitate to come into the market 
for large quantities. At present, however, every 
one prefers to wait until the situation becomes 
more clear. I firmly believe that if a strike 
of the anthracite miners had not out 
the price of lake copper would as 
high as 13 cents per pound.

IRON AND STEEL STOCKS. 


A growing appreciation of the remarkable 
prosperity of the iron and steel companies 
—emphasized by the declarations of Presi- 
dent Schwab of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and borne out in other striking 
ways—was largely responsible for the con- 
tinued demand for the shares of all the 
steel stocks yesterday. United States Steel 
common rose % and the preferred %; while 
Tennessee Coal was up over a point. 

Fresh evidence of the great activity in 
the trade is contained in the latest letter 
of Rogers, Brown & Co., in which it is de- 
clared that “it now looks as though 1908 
would inherit from 1902 a very considerable 
tonnage which, for one cause or another, 
furnaces have been unable to deliver on 
time. This must be reckoned with as no 
small factor in future calculations.” 

Apropos of the general situation, Rogers, 
Brown & Co. say: 

‘““We have witnessed the past week very 
heavy buying for the first half of next 


year. In one instance a large consumer en- 

tered the market for requirements from 
April to December. The willingness of the 
buyer to take hold is rather stimulated by 
the indifferent attitude of furnace com- 
panies, who are, as a rule, much more con- 
cerned about filling contracts on their 
books, which are in many cases delinquent 
in shipments, than they are about new bust- 
ness. There is little disposition to make 
concessions in current prices to secure 
these long forward contracts.” 


GRANGER SHARES IRREGULAR. 

The Granger shares moved somewhat ir- 
regularly yesterday, some declining on re- 
alizing sales and others advancing on fresh 
buying. St. Paul, Northwest, Missouri 
Pacific, and Union Pacific were in the de- 
clining class, (though only in the case of 
Northwest was the loss more than frac- 
tional,) while Atchison, Rock Island, and 
Southern Pacific were among the advanc- 
ing issues. 

During the day President Ripley of Atchi- 
son, discussing the crop outlook, said: 

“I do not think that anything could hap- 
pen now that would prevent the West from 


producing a tremendous corn crop this 
year. The harvest is practically assured. 
At present our reports from the West in- 
dicate that conditions are excellent.” 


COLORADO FUEL CONTROL.

rado Fuel. One report had it that John 
W. Gates had said specifically: ‘* We have 
control and will elect our board at the next 
annual meeting,” while another report was 
that Mr. Gates had said that he intended to 
obtain control. The latter is the correct 


presentation of the case, Mr. Gates himself 
denying that he had said ‘he had control. 
President Osgood‘of the company refused 
to discuss the matter.

President Charles H. Tweed, in his report 
to the stockholders, speaking of the deficit 
in total operations this year as compared 
with the year previous, says: . 

This unfavorable showing is largely the result 
of the low rates which prevailed during the en- 
tire year to and from the Mexican and Central 
American ports, which in part resulted from the 
suspension of former traffic relations with the 
Panama Railroad Company, which, since the 
close of the fiscal year, have been resumed. The 
rates to sald Mexican and Central American 
ports had fallen to a point where it was deemed 
advisable to reduce the sérvice, and but 73 trips 
were made on these lines during the year just 
ended, against 115 trips during the preceding 
yeay. There were also six trips less of the 
transpacific lines, which fact contributed to 
the shrinkage in the year's receipts. 

The insurance on the company’s steamers was 
renewed and the premium chargeable against 
this year's operations ($59,910) has been charged 
to the year’s expenses. 

The steamship San Blas, wrecked in December, 
1901, proved a_ total loss. The difference 
(amounting to $193,177) between the cost of the 
steamer as charged on the books of the company 
(iess depreciation) and the amount credited 
against such cost for insurance received, was 
charged to ‘ profit and loss.’’ The expenditures 
for repairs while the steamers are in service and 
ir.cluded in ‘‘ steamer expenses’’ amounted to 
$91,141. For account of the two new steamships 
Korea and Siberia the company paid during the 
year $498,000, representing all payments which 
became due under the contract, and making total 
payments on account of these steamers $2,871,- 
772. There remained to be paid under the con- 
tract for the construction of said steamers prior 
to and upon their completion sums aggregating 
$805,200. 

With the exception of the indebtedness amount- 
ing to $634,804, representing amounts borrowed 
from the Southern Pacific Company to make 
payments on the new steamers, the company is 
free from floating debt other than current ex- 
penses. The company’s fleet and property have 
been maintained to a high standard of efficiency 
during the year. 


CUSTOM HOUSE MATTERS. 
Discussing the appointment of Francis 
E. Hamilton to the new position of counsel 
to the Collector of Customs—succeeding 
Col. Dudley F. Phelps, Deputy Collector in 
charge of the law division—Nevada N, 
Stranahan, Colléctor of the Port, said yes- 
terday that there would be no present 
changes in the customs service in New 
York as a result of his recent conference 
with President Roosevelt. The Collector 
says that he had received Col. Phelps’s res- 
ignation several days before he saw the 


President, and adds that it is his (the Col- 
lector’s) desire to have the position of head 
of the law division, vacated by Col. Phelps, 
removed from the civil service and made a 
non-competitive position. 


CASSATT LEAVES DIRECTORY. 

A. J. Cassatt, President of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, it became known 
yesterday, has resigned from the Board of 
Directors of the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany. Because of the close association of 
the Gould interests with the Mercantile 
Trust, George J. Gould being a Director, 
and a number of the Gould properties be- 


ing represented in one way or another by 
‘tthe Mercantile Trust, it was said in some 
quarters that Mr. Cassatt’s resignation was 
due to the reported differences between 
the Pennsylvania and the Gould interést. 

That any such significance attached to 
Mr. Cassatt’s action was, however, pusi- 
tively denied by representatives of the 
trust company. An officer of the Mercan- 
tile Trust said: 

“The resignation of Mr. Cassatt from 
the Directorate of the Mercantile Trust 
Company is not of special significance. 
Mr. Cassatt has also resigned from other 
similar financial institutions in New York, 
and for the same reason—merely because 
he found it impossible to attend the meet- 
ings of the Board of Directors.” 

Among the other institutions from which 
Mr. Cassatt has resigned as Director is the 
Manhattan Trust Company.

CITY'S INSUFFICIENT 
WORKING CAPITAL 


Subject Discussed by the Mayor in 
Weekly Talk to the Public. 


Would Assess Real Estate at Actual 
Value and Thus Enlarge the Mu- 
nicipal Borrowing Capacity. 


The second of Mayor Low's weekly talks 
on municipal matters was delivered yes- 
terday, and dealt with ‘‘Our Insufficient 
Working Capital.” Mr. Low said: 

“Two things I hold to be essential to the 
welfare of New York at the present time, 
(i) a smaller tax levy, and (2) a larger 
working capital. 

“The city raises its money for current 
needs through the tax levy. It gets its 
money for permanent improvements by 
borrowing; that is, by the issue of bonds. 
It provides for the making of local improve- 
ments by lending its credit to the property 
owners through the issue of bonds, hnown 
as assessment bonds, and makes itself good 
by assessing the property that is benefited 
by the improvement to an amount sufficient 
to pay the cost and all charges. 

‘Last week I pointed out how the cur- 
rent needs of -the city suffer because tlie 
city is compelled to overtax itself in cun- 
nection with its debt. Even the schools 
in their current administration suffercd 
from this cause, until the city Was c-m- 
pelled by law to tax itself for this purpose 
by a fixed percentage on the assessed value 
of the property in the city. 

“The poor, and especially the sick poor, 
still suffer from it. Not only hospitals, but 
prisons, court houses, station houses, and 
fire houses, also, are left in many cases in 
a bad condition, and small parks are left 
undeveloped because the city cannot afford 
to lock up $6,000,000 annually more than is 
necessary, in a sinking fund, as it is now 
doing, and at the same time look after 
its current needs properly. So I might go 
through many departments, though not all 
of them, and show how the city suffers 
from this cause. 

‘To-day I propose to speak of the city’s 
lack of working capital for its necessary 
development Next week I shall hope to 
speak on the subject of local improve- 
ments. 

*“ The Constitution of the State limits the 
authority of the city to incur debt to 10 
per cent. of the assessed value of its veal 
estate. This limitation is so worded that 
the moment a contract is signed the city’s 
power to borrow is lessened by the whole 
amount of the contract. In other wor.s, 
it is the making of the contract, and not 
the issuing of bonds, that counts. For ex- 
ample, up to Jan. 1, 1902, only $12,000,000 
of bonds had been issued on account of the 
rapid transit subway, but the city has had 
to count the entire amount of the contract, 
$36,500,000, as a part of its debt ever since 
the contract was signed in February, 100v. 

INTER-BOROUGH COMMUNICATION. 


‘From the moment of the creation of 
Greater New York, the city has been ccn- 
fronted with the problem of Iinter-borough 
communication. This is as it should be, for 
consolidation, among other things, was in- 
tended to bring about just that. The ex- 
tent to which this subject has momentarily 
involved the city in expenditure is shown 
by the estimated cost of the works now 
in course of ‘construction.

“For the single purpose of developing 
interborough communication, therefore, the 
city is already committed to an increase of 
its debt, within the next few years, in the 
sum of, say, $32,000,000; and it is confront- 
ed with a very large additional expendi- 
ture for the same purpose in the near fu- 
ture, say, perhaps, $55,000,000 more. I say 
this because a suitable connection of the 
East River bridges, the east side tunnel, 
and a second tunnel to Brooklyn in a cer- 
tain sense are already pressing. 

“The first point to be borne in mind in 
considering this situation is that it is 
wholly exceptional, and that it must be 
dealt with in a large way. The introduc- 
tion of a municipal system of interborough 
communication may be fairly likened to 
the introduction of a municipal system of 
water supply. The cost of the initial plant 
only comes once. 

“From this point of view the only differ- 
ence between a water pipe and a rapid 
transit subway is that the first is used by a 
stream of water and the second by a 
stream of people. The likeness between 
the two is found in the fact that both sys- 
tems require a large initial outlay before 
there is aderuate service, or any return 
from the investment, and, in the further 
case, that there must always be continual 
enlargement of the system once entered 
upon if it is to continue to serve its pur- 
pose.

RESULTS TO BE EXPECTED. 


“The comparison, however, fortunately 
indicates also the results to be expected 
from the outlay. In 1843 the water debt of 
New York amounted to four-fifths of the 
total indebtedness of the city. “To-day it 
is less than one-fifth of it. But whereas in 
1843 the city had to tax itself more than 
$150,000 in order to pay the interest of the 
year on the water debt, in 1901 the city re- 
ceived an income of more than $5,000,000 
from the system—a sum, if annually set 
aside for the purpose, very much more than 
sufficient to pay the interest charge and to 


- —~ eae the water debt itself as it falls 
ue, 

‘There is no reason to doubt that similar 
results will follow the construction of the 
subway system, and the city must not al- 
low itself to halt in the prompt completio.. 
of what may be called the initial plant of 
this system. I am aware that this argu- 
ment does not apply to the East River 
bridges as it does to the subways; but the 
bridges justify themselves as great public 
works, and neither are they likely to be 
multiplied for a long time to come beyond 
those already begun. 

“If, however, the City of New York is to 
make these large expenditures for the de- 
velopment of interborough communication 
within the next few years it myst be able, 
during these years, to borrow money free- 
ly. We cannot afford to limit the number 
of our school buildings, the provision for 
our sick and poor, the development of our 
small parks, and the like, and even to put 
off the extension of our waterworks, simply 
because we have fallen on an era of lar 
expenditure for the initial development et 
interborough communication. 

“On the other hand, if the present ex- 
cessive taxation for the Sinking Fund, of 
which I spoke last week, can be done away 
with, the city can borrow all that it needs 
on a smaller tax levy than it has now and 
still leave its bondholders overprotected as 
to the payment of their bonds. In the 
‘meanwhile the product of this exceptional 
outlay, direct and indirect, will easily pro- 
vide for the city’s enlarged debt. 

“The Constitution allows the city to bor- 
row up to 10 per cent. of its assessed value. 
Judge Earl recently reported that the pres- 
ent valuations of real estate in the city are 
as follows: 

Borough of Manhattan .67 per cent. 
Borough of the Bronx.467 per cent. 
Borough of Brooklyn. .68 per cent.

INCREASED BORROWING CAPACITY. 


“T am inclined to concur with the Con- 
troller in thinking that the proper course 
for the city, at the present time, is to as- 
sess its real estate, as the law directs, at 
actual value; and thus to enlarge its bor- 
rowing capacity sufficiently to meet its 
needs. Certainly, until this is done the city 
cannot ask, as some would have it do, for 
an amendment to the Constitution to en- 
large the debt limit. The policy of partial 
assessment has grown up out of an effort 
to avoid paying more than our share of the 
State tax; but, thanks to Gov. Odell, the 
State tax has substantially disappeared, 
and, therefore, this motive for keeping 
down assessments has largely disappeared 
with it. The same relief will help also to 
keep down the tax levy. 

“T can understand why owners of real 
estate at first blush shrink from this aue- 
gestion to assess at full value, but probably 
they have not had in mind these two 
things: ° 

“1. That real estate will get the benefit 
of all these public improvements. 

“2 That this suggestion goes hand in 
hand with the other proposition, to reduce 
by legislation the present excessive de- 
mands of the sinking funds. 

‘I believe that if both of these sugges- 
tions are acted upon the city will have to 
raise less money by taxation than now, 
and at the same time that it will be able to 
carry forward its public work as the needs 
of the hour require. That is to say, the 
city ought to have, and can have, at the 
same time, a smaller tax levy and a larger 
working capital. Unless this policy is pur- 
sued the city must either forego, for the 
time being, the great public improvements 
that it demands or continue to pinch itself 
indefinitely as to its current needs.”’ 


SHOT HIMSELF, MAY DIE. 


Young Clerk of Nahant, Mass., Tried to 
End His Life After Writing to 
Family and Friends. 


John Clifford, nineteen years old, a clé¢rk, 
of Nahant, Mass., attempted to co it sui- 
cide early yesterday morning by Shooting 
himself in the left breast with a revolvcr 
in the Central Hotel, on the northwest 
corner of Third Avenue and Fourteenth 
Street, where he engaged a room on Mon- 
day. 

The hotel employes who heard the shot 
found him lying fully dressed on the bed, 
with the revolver beside him. Pinned to 
the right side of his coat was a ‘etter 
and three telegrams. , The telegrams alii 
read alike, and. were addressed to his 
father, Thomas E. Clifford, Nahant, Mass.; 
his brother, Thomas Clifford, at the same 
place, and to Miss Nellie Cunningham, Ho- 
tel Florence, Boston. The dispatches read: 

Jack has killed himself in this hotel. Forgive 
him. 

The letter, which was addressed 
father, read as follows: 

My Dear Father: Forgive me for treating you 
sO mean, and try to forget me, as I am gone 
perhaps to a better place. I can’t tell you what 
I do this for, but ft is God’s work and must be 
done Good-bye to all my family, and I hope 
to God they will try and forget their Jack, who 
was so cruel as to kill himself and leave his 
parents as he did. Good-bye, father. May I 
meet you in heaven, and so good-bye to mamma 
and Miriam and *‘ Tom” and the children. Let 
them forget their brother Jack. May God help 
me 

He was removed to Bellevue Hospital, 
where it was said h¥s condition was very 
critical.

LYNN, Mass., July 17.—John Clifford of 
Nahant, who attempted suicide in New 
York, had not been seen by his family for 
more than a week, and they had no knowl- 
edge that he was in New York. While 
employed he has been working in Boston. 
His father, who works in a local grocery 
store, said he knew of no reason for his 
son's act. 


BOSTON, July 17.—John Clifford had 
boarded with the Cunningham family at 
the Florence for several months. He was 
very friendly with Miss Nellie Cunning- 
ham, who is seventeen years old. He was 
employed in the shipping room of a big 
department store here. Monday forenoon 
he was at work until about 11 o'clock, when 
he left without saying a word to any one. 
An hour later he sent in a written order 
for his salary, but they declined to honor 
the order. The employes at the store think 
it is a case of hopeless love or ill-nealth, 
as the young man last Winter had had a 
hemorrhage. 


MASKED BURGLARS OPERATE 
IN BROAD DAYLIGHT. 


Enter an Apartment in Brooklyn, Men- 
ace a Woman with Revolvers, 


Rob the Place, and Escape. 

The Brooklyn police were yesterday hunt- 
ing for two burglars whom\Mrs. Josephine 
McCreery, twenty-two years old, declares 
held her up with revolvers in the home of 
her father-in-law, at 221° Twenty-seventh 
Street, on Wednesday afternoon and then 
ransacked the place. 

Mrs. McCreery lives with her husband, a 
traveling salesman, at 133 Twenty-ninth 
Street, Brooklyn. Her father-in-law, Neal 
McCreery, who is a widower, lives on the 
third floor of an apartment house. On 
Wednesday afternoon Mrs. McCreery went 
to the apartments of her father-in-law to 
attend to some housework for him, he 
being away at the time. While she was at 
work she heard a knock at the door of the 
apartment. As she opened it, she says, she 
was confronted by two masked men, each 
of whom pointed a revolver at her head 
and told her that if she made an outcry 
they would shoot. 

The men, according to Mrs. McCreery's 
story, then ordered her to back into the 
room and forced her into a chair. One of 
them stood over her with his revolver while 
the other proceeded to ransack the place. 
Mrs. McCreery fainted, and when consci- 
ousnesg returned to her the robbers had 
gone. She made her way down stairs to 
the apartments of a Mrs. Swanstrom. who 
cared fer her. Word was sent to the poiice 
of the Fourth Avenue Station, and several 
detectives were detailed to make an in- 
vestigation. The thieves are said to have 
carried off about $50 in money and some 
jewelry worth about $25. 

Some weeks ago a similar robbery was 
committed in the same district. Two men, 
who reprerented emselves as Health De- 
partmerit Inspectors, gained an entrance to 
the house of Mrs. J. Thormann, at Fifty- 
fourth Street amd Winth Avenue, bound and 
gagged her, and ransacked the house. 


ALLEGED FRAUD IN IMPORTS. 


Ernest L. Flemming of Cheshire, Eng- 
land, was placed under arrest on Wednes- 
day morning in the office of Assistant 
United States District Attorney Baldwin, 
and was arraigned later before United 
States Commissioner Alexander on a charge 
of defrauding the Government by means of 
false and fraudulent invoices in the_im- 
portation of borax. He said that he was 
not ready for examination, and furnished 
2,000 bail for appearance to-day. 

Mr. Flemming is a brotherof W. H. Flem- 
ming, an importer of borax at 123 Liberty 
Street. On May 9 last W. H. Flemming re- 
ceived a consignment of forty bags of 
“washing crystals,’’ and according to the 
invoice, the material forming the base 
of the ‘“‘ washing crystals’’ was common 
sal soda, The bags were traced to a grind- 
er of borax in Greenwich Street, where 
they were seized. Then it was found, it 
is alleged, that thirty of the bags con- 
tained pure borax and sal soda, 98 per 
pone. of the former and 2 per cent. of the 
atter. 

It is said that when placed under arrest, 
Flemming said that he was sure the Gov- 
ernment officials had been hasty in mak- 
ing the seizure and arrest. He declared 
that borax could be imported in a combi- 
nation with kindred chemicals, and the 
duty assessed on the lowest ingredient.

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TWO SISTERS SHOT 
IN FOUNDLING ASYLUM 


Would-Be Murderer Then Runs Out 
and Slightly Wounds Himself. 


ARRESTED, HE FIGHTS POLICE 


Is an ex-Inmate of the Institution and 
Thinks Secret of His Parentage 
Is Being Kept from Him. 


Sisters Angela and Cyrilla of the New 
York Foundling Asylum, Sixty-eighth 
Street, between Lexington and Third Ave- 
nues, were in the office of that institution 
yesterday afternoon, when the slight figure 
of a man burst into the room, and before 
either of the sisters knew what was the 
matter two pistol shots rang out and both 
had been wounded. 

The man, who was Henry F. King of 727 
Lexington Avenue, then rushed through the 
building into the yard on the Sixty-ninth 
Street side, where he placed the pistol in a 
slanting position across his own breast and 
fired the third and last bullet in the pistol. 
He was only scratched, but nevertheless 
fell to the ground as if mortally wounded, 
and it was in that position that he was 
found a few moments later. 

Sister Angela, who was at work on a 
typewriter at the time, was shot in the 
right arm, while Sister Cyrilla, who was 
writing at a desk, was shot in the left arm 
and side. Both were attended by Dr. Dillon 
of 970 Lexington Avenue. Sister Cyrilla’s 
wound is not expected to prove fatal. 

It is said that Mother Superior Aloysia of 
the asylum was the person King intended 
to take vengeance on for supposed wrongs, 
but the Mother Superior was out yester- 
day afterrioon and Sister Maria Theresa 
was acting Mother Superior. King rang the 
bell in the main entrance, and as soon as 
the porteress opened the door he pushed 
her roughly aside and rushed into the of- 
fice, which is under the stairway on the 
left-hand side of the ground floor, near the 
entrance. Sister Maria Theresa was in the 
office, but King probably was unaware of 
the fact that she was acting in place of 
Mother Aloysia, for he did not attempt to 
shoot her, although one of the bullets that 
struck Sister Angela passed within an inch 
or so of where she stodéd. 

Dr. Minden of 230 East Sixty-ninth 
Street- happened to be passing when King 
appeared in the yard and shot himself. 
The physician r@n into the grounds and 
made a hasty examination of the man’s 
injuries. Patrolman John Lyons, who is 
attached to the Fire Marshal's office, aiso 
Saw the act, and reached the scene shortly 
after Dr. Minden. A fireman had in the 
meantime informed the Sixty-seventh pre- 
cinct of the trouble and Policeman Mino- 
gue was sent around to the Asylum. The 
patrol wagon was then’ summoned and 
King, struggling to free himself from the 
officers, was bundled into the wagon and 
taken to the station, where Dr. Winchester 
of the Presbyterian Hospital examined his 
wound and pronounced the prisoner in fit 
condition to be taken to the Yorkville Court 
for examination. 

In the station house the man refused to 
answer many of the questions asked him by 
the desk Sergeant. He did say though, 
that he had not intended to shoot Sister 
Angela, but added that he did not care 
whether the sister died or not. The 
patrol wagon backed up to the door and 
King was led out, to begin the journey to 
court. He refused to enter the wagon, and 
four policemen had to force him into it. 

At court the prisoner was arraigned be- 


fore Magistrate Hogan, who asked him if 
he had anything to say. 

“Yes, Judge,’’ King began, ‘‘I have got 
something to say, and I will say it if its 
the last thing I say on-this earth. I have 
begged and pleaded hard to get information 
from the sisters in that institution as to 
my birth, but they have constantly refused 
to enlighten me. Year after year I have 
persevered to get this information but not 
a thing would they tell me. What did they 
do? They turned me over to the police. 
That institution was incorporated in 1869 
and they have a record of every child ad- 
mitted and I want my record. This thing 
preys on my mind, day and night, I can- 
not work and I cannot sleep; I who thought 
so much of the justice of God. All I 
want is my rights. The law would not help 
me and I had to take the law into my 
own hands.”’ 

At this point in his speech the prisoner 
was abruptly cut short by Magistrate Ho- 
gan, who held him without bail, for exami- 
nation to-morrow. 

When searched at the station the follow- 
ing letter was found in King’s pocket: 


To the Public at Large: 

Trusting in God and man that I may be for- 
given for this deed which has been forced upon 
me through the denial of this institution, the 
New York Foundling Asylum, in not giving me 
the facts of how and under what conditions I 
was placed in said place. All the information 


-that I ever got was that I was placed there in 


the year 1871, Oct. 28, about 8:30 P. M. Why 
should they be so careful in taking an account 
of the time, near tu the hour, and not the ac- 
count of the child that was placed therein? 
Does not this seem absurd? I have begged and 
pleaded with this institution, week after week, 
month after month, and year after year, even 
risked my own life on the 7th day of May last 
to gain this knowledge. But they throw the 
cold and heartless hand of defiance into my face. 
It is either life or death with me to gain this 
knowledge, for I would rather die a thousand 
times than be denied this any longer, for the 
anxiety and worry is almost driving me mad. 
There is no one under the face of God’s sun 
that knows the agonies that lie within my 
breast. May God and His angels Torgive me 
for I do nor know where I may land.

King, it appears, has long been laboring 
under the delusion that other Supericr 
Aloysia was withholding from him, certain 
information concerning his parentage, and 
for years he has been a source of much an- 
noyvance to the sisters. In July, 1900, he 
had the officials of the Institution brought 
into court in an attempt to force them to 
tell him exactly who he was. The attempt 
was without result. for the simple reason 
that no one connected with the institution 
knew anything about his origin beyond the 
fact that he had been brought there on the 
night of Oct. 28, 1871, when a baby one day 
old. Later he was farmed out to a man in 
Maryland. with whom he lived for some 
years. That was the sum total of the 
knowledge possessed by the nuns as to his 
origin. 

On May 7 last he went to the asylum, 
and, as usual, failing to ascertain his iden- 
tity, he walked out into the street and 
made what the police term a “ fake” at- 
tempt to take his life by drinking carbolic 
acid. He did not take enough to hurt him, 
and was soon up and abott again. 

He has a clerical position of some kind 
in the city, but yesterday he did not go to 
work and remained at home until about 2 
o'clock, when a servant saw him leave the 
house. At the house it was said that he 
often talked of the mystery of his birth, and 
complained bitterly of the way he had been 
treated by the asylum officials. He claimed, 
it was said, that the sisters have at differ- 
ent times ven him money to the total 
amoun of about $500. This, he considered. 
was ample evidence that he was born of 
well-to-do parents. 

At. the asylum Sister Maria Theresa said 
that Sister Cyrilla was getting along as well 
as could be expected, but that Sister An- 
gela, who was very fragile and nervous, 
was suffering intensely as a result of the 
shock to her nervous system.

PLAN TO ENLARGE 
CITY HALL PARK 


Would Raze Hall of Records, Engine 
House, and City Court House. 


Recommended by the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners—A Protest from 


National Historical Mu- 


seum Officers. 
ee 


At the meeting of the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners yesterday the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 


That, in the judgment of the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners and the Committee of Public 
Buildings, Markets, and Supplies of the Board of 
Aldermen, the interests of the city require the 
removal from the City Hall Park of the Hall of 
Records, the engine house and hook and ladder 
company, and the brownstone building oecupied 
by the City Court as soon as suitable arrange- 
ments can be made for the accommodation of 
the occupants‘of these buildings elsewhere, and 
that the space occupied by these buildings be 
added to the City Hall Park. 


Mayor Low and President Fornes declined 
to discuss the action of their board. Con- 
troller Grout, who favors the erection of 
a Municipal Building and is opposed to 
tinkering with the County Court House, 
said that the architecture and character of 
the buildings it is proposed to raze are out 
of harmony with the buildings in the park 
and, moreover, unsightly. Their removal 
would give additional park space to the 
public and give a better view of the City 
Hall, the County Court House, and the 
néw and beautiful Hall of Records. Changes 
might be made in the streets so as to en- 
hance their improved condition. A Muni- 
cipal Building would relieve the city of the 
payment of rents for offices amounting to 
$295,000 per annum or 3% per cent. on 
$8,000,000, less than such a building would 
cost. 

The question of taking down the buildings 
referred to in the resolution has been be- 
fore the municipal authorities in several 
forms and it has been opposed on senti- 
mental and other grounds. The razing of 
them is not likely to occur for at least a 
year. The Hall of Records in Chambers 
Street is not finished and no site has been 
selected for quarters for Engine Company 
No. 7 and Hook and Ladder Company No. 
1 or the Street Cleaning Department, which 
are in the Fire Department Building, or 
for the City Court In the brownstone build- 
ing. 

The demolition of the old Hall of Records 
is vigorously opposed by officers of the 
National Historical Museum, and they have 
sent out an additional protest against it. 
This cites enactments of December, 1897, 
and May, 1902, by the Board ef Aldermen 
which transfer the Hall to the trustees 
of the National Historical Museum as a 
place for exhibition of collections. The 
protest adds in part: 

There are but three other historic buildings 
of ante-Revolutionary origin remaining in the 
Borough of Manhattan, namely: 

Fraunces’ Tavern, corner Broadway and Pearl 
Street, where the Chamber of Commerce was 


formed and where Washington bid farewell to 
his officers on Dec. 4, 1784; St. Paul's Chapel, 
on Broadway, which, escaped the ravages of the 
fire of September, 1776, andethe old Morris- 
Jumel House, on Fort Washington Heights, on 
the Harlem, which was a colonial residence be- 
fore the Revolution and within the line of Amer- 
ican works at Fort Washington in 1776. 

It js not too much, however, to say that é¢x- 
cept the State House in Philadelphia, wherein 
independence was declared on July 4, 1774, 
there is no building in the United State’ around 
which cluster such memories connected with 
the ‘‘ times that tried .men’ ouls’’ as the old 
Hall of Records in Cit} Hall Park. In 1758 the 
old Hall of Records was erected in the north- 
east of this park as a new jail. When the 
British Army took possession of the city upon 
its evacuation by the Americans in September, 
1776, the new jail became the provost jail, and 
the notorious William Cunningham was ap- 
pointed by Gen. Sir William Howe to be Prov- 
ost Marshal. The Hall of Records as provost 
jail became the principal military prison, and 
was reserved for the most important prisoners 
of war. Here Col. Ethan Allen, the captor of 
Ticonderoga, was confined for some time and 
subjected to the most gross indignities by Cun- 
ningham, 

Little regret, it is thought, will be felt 
for the loss of the brownstone Court House. 
Round the dingy Fire Department quarters, 
at Chambers Street and Centre Street, 
many memories dear to old Vamps 
cling. The structure was_érect in i 1, 
and when the Volunteer Fire Departmen 
went out of existence through the act of 
March 380, 1865, it had been for fourteen 
years the headquarters of the famous vol- 
unteer companies Engine No. 22, Old 
Joke,’ Hose Company No. 28, : 
Fifth District, and Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 1, ‘‘ Mutual.” They all had a 
share in the fire fighting which came April 
25, 1854, through the destruction of the 
clothing store of W. T. Jennings & Co. 231 
Broadway, and other property, a fire which 
eost the firemen the loss of eleven com- 
rades and serious injury to a score more. 


ALTERATIONS AT CITY HALL. 


Architect Aiken’s Plans for Increasing 
Accommodation in the Building— 
No Exterior Changes. 


Martin Aiken, consulting architect for the 
Department of Buildings, has about com- 
pleted his plans for the proposed interior 
alterations to the City Hall. 

“The City Hall,"” remarked Mr. Aiken 
yesterday, “is justly considered one of 
‘the’ buildings of the country from_an ar- 
chitectural point of view. It was designed 
for a very complete structure,,but the city 
has outgrown it, and many of the officials 
are cramped for room. 

‘‘There is no intention to Interfere with 
the exterior. The idea is to so readjust the 
partitions and certain rooms as to give 
additional space. This can be done. Then 
we intend to improve the system of venti- 
lation and bring it up to date. 

*““'The City Marshal's quarters in the base- 
ment are so cramped that it is difficult for 
him and his subordinates to quickly get at 
the records in daily use. With Mayor Low 
and Superintendent of Buildings Walker I 
made a very careful examination of the 
building. And, by the way, Mr. Brown of 
the Marshal's office told Mr. Low he was 
the first Mayor in eighteen years to visit 
the basement. 

“The Grand Army of the Republic has 
quarters in the basement, and I am in- 
formed are ready to vacate them if they 
can get equally available quarters else- 
where. What is greatly needed:there is a 
room where the police can examine the 
records of the office. My intention is to so 
readjust the partitions in the City Record 


office and to utilize the space under the 
steps that a bidders’ room can be con- 
structed and additional storage room fur- 


nished. 
“On the main floor about the only 


changes of note are intended to make the 
Mayor's quarters more adapted to present 
needs. Upstairs my efforts will be mainly 
devoted to improving the system of venti- 


lation.” 
LEGAL NOTES. 


AILLEGED FALSE REPRESENTATIONS AS. TO 
A FrrM’s STANDING BY ONE OF ITs PART- 
NERS.—A judgment dismissing the com- 
plaint in an action brought by William A. 
Taylor against Robert H. Thompson and 
others to recover damages for alleged false 
representations made by Robert B. Culbert, 
a partner of the defendants in the wine im- 
porting firm of Thompson, Culbert & Co., 
as to the firm's financial standing, has 
been affirmed by the Appellate Division. 
The plaintiff sought to charge the defend- 
ants with liability because Culbert was 
their partner. It was shown, however, that 
Culbert, in making the alleged representa- 
tions, did so without his partners’ knowl- 
edge, and that he was acting in his own 
behalf to induce Mr. Taylor to join him in 
buying out their interest in the firm. It 
appeared that the defendants, after dis- 
covering tha@ their bookkeeper had ‘stolen 
about $30,000, desired either to withdraw 
from the business or have Culbert do so.

quainted with Mr. Taylor, and through rep- 
resentations as to the finances of the firm, 
succeeded in inducing him to join in a pur- 
chase of the old firm. The Appellate Di- 
vision decides, by Justice Ingraham, that 
Culbert, in inducing Taylor to advance 
money for the joint jurchase by them of 


the old firm, was acting wholly in his own 
interest. Culbert’s partners would have 
been liable, says Justice Ingraham, if he 
had made the representations to induce 
third parties to purchase the business. This 
would be so under the rule that one part- 
ner bs eggs = the firm is an agent for 
the other partners. The facts here, how- 
ever, bring the case without the rule be- 
cause Culbert was not representing the 
firm. but himself. ‘‘ He was,’’ continues 
Justice Ingraham, “representing himself 
in inducing the plaintiff to furnish money 
to purchase the interest of his former part- 
nérs in the business for his own and the 
laintiff’s benefit, and this relation of Cul- 
ert's to the transaction was known to the 
plaintiff, for the basis upon which the 
transaction was carried out was, that Cul- 
bert and the plaintiff should purchase the 
business and should succeed to the interest 
of his former copartners. The fact that 
Culbert was a member of the old firm was 
a mere incident that could not affect the 
substantial position of the parties to the 
transaction. Culbert was not a seller of 
the business. He was a purchaser of the 
interest of his partners.”

BANKRUPT S INSOLVENCY Must Be SHowN 
By Facts.—In an action brought by 
Charles M. Schreyer, as trustee in bank- 
ruptey of John Foerst, against the Citi- 
zens’ National Bank of Yonkers to set aside 
a transfer of the bankrupt’s book accounts, 
on the ground that such transfer gave the 
bank an unlawful preference over other 
creditors, the plaintiff, to show that the 
bank had reasonable catise to believe 
Foerst was insolvent when he made the 
transfer, introduced in evidence the testi- 
mony of the bank’s cashier, taken before 
the referee in bankruptcy. It was claimed 
such testimony showed a declaration or ad- 
mission of knowledge on the cashier’s part 
of the insolvency of the bankrupt. The Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court, in 
reversing a judgment for the plaintiff, 
holds that such testimony was incompetent. 
The cashier's testimony before the referee, 
the court says, by Justice Laughlin, was 
not binding upon the bank, either as an 
admission or declaration, which must have 
been the object of its introduction, for it 


was inadmissible at the instance of the 
plaintiff for the purpose of impeaching his 
own witness. The couft also upholds the 
bank in its contention that the complaint 
alleged, not facts, but a legal eanclusion 
ihat by the transfer the bank’ was pre- 
ferred over other creditors. Justice Laugh- 
lin says that as a recovery is Hmited to 
transfers accepted by creditors with knowl- 
edg of the bankrupt’s insolvency, the facts 
showing such knowledge should have been 
pleaded. 


SMOKE ON THE EAST SIDE. 


Mr. Vanderbilt Defended by Manager 
Gordon of East Side Settlement— 
Alleged Nuisance Investigated. 


Magistrate Hogan of the Yorkville Police 
Court has made a ‘personal investigation 
of the alleged smoke nuisance which the 
Farmers’ Feed Company was charged by 
the Board of Health with maintaining to 
the detriment of the East Side Settlement 
House at the foot of East Seventy-sixth 
Street. He ascertained that no black smoke 
was being emitted from the chimneys of 
the establishment at the time of his visit, 
but Clarence Gordon, the resident manager 
of the settlement, who was the principal 
witness against the alleged offender, told 


him that it was no more than could be ex- 
pected in view of the fact that the Magis- 
trate had given notice of his intended visit. 

Mr. Gordon took the Magistrate through 
the settlement and pointed out to him the 
damage which he declared had resulted 
from the smoke nuisance before the action 
against the company was instituted by the 
Board of Health, 

“The manner in which the name of Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt has been brought into 
this case,’’ Mr. Gordon said yesterday, “is 
very unjust to that gentleman. I was sum- 
moned by the Board of Health to give tes- 
timony in the case, the East Side Settle- 
ment having been the principal sufferer 
from the nuisance. I was asked who the 
supporters of the East Side Settlement 
were, and I mentioned Mr. Vanderbilt's 
name as one of the direetors. The citizens 
of New York pay $15,000 a year for the 
support of the East Side Settlement, and 
a ¢ are interested in seeing that its fine 
building and extensive library are not 
ruined through the attempt of a commercial 
concern to save'a little money on coal.”
